DUCHESS AND DUKE OF 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—The new Duchess of 
Hamilton and Brandon, who was the weal- 
thy Miss’ Nina Poore, will restore the glory 
of the Haniiltons. For years the duke; 
who is a paralyéic, has had a hard strug- 
gle to maintain his dignity because he was 
unable to rent his vast estate to suitable 
persons and his income has, therefore, been 
very limited. Now all this is to be changed. 


The duke and Miss Poore were quietly 
matried at Salisbury on Dec. 4. The wed- 
ding was a most simple affair, there being 
a total absence of the usual elaborate func- 
tions that ordinarily attend ducal weddings. 
There was no reception after the cere- 


mony. 
While there are beauty and riches on the 
side of the bride, now the Duchess of Ham- 
ilton, there is a long list of titles, as well 
as estates, aggregating 157,000 acres, for the 
duke. But, on the other hand, the duke is 
a paralytic. He was a lieutenant in the 
navy until 189%, when he inherited the title 
end estates of Hamilten and Brandon from 
his cousin, who died that year childless and 
without immediate heirs.

It will be remembered that several years 
after the death of the Duke of Hamilton, in 
May, 1895, a story was set afloat which 
cuused widespread consternation through- 
out England. Charles George Archibald, 
brother of the dead duke, was supposed to 
have died in May, 1886, at the age of 80. 
Had he been alive he would have succeeded 
to the titles. He died in Nice, but in 1897 
a man in South Africa claimed to be Charles 
George Archibald, the youngest brother of 
the twelfth Duke of Hamilton, and 
he claimed to be the rightful heir to the 
title. 

This man, who was subsequently arrested 
and turned out to be Charles Gunn, said 
he was forced to leave Scotland in 1875, 
after killing a man in a duel, and was sup- 
posed to have died shortly afterward. But 
the fraud was discovered. 

Since his succession the duke has led a 
retired life, owing to the precarious state 
of his health and a shortage of money.

The young man while in America had as- 
sociated himself with a number of seml- 
mystical bodies, the chief tenet of which 
is that the end of the world is at hand 
Being persuaded of the approach of the 
second advent, he believed it. to be his 
duty to assist his relatives in prepariug 
for the coming of Christ. 

The young man found his relatives in 
perfect readiness to’ accept his peculiar 
views. Recently they assembled at the 
Kasche home, divested themselves of 
nearly all their clothing and began to 
chant litanys and psalms. The neighbors 
saw them dancing about, careening like 
maniacs across the farmyard. 

They had resolved to take no food un- 
til Christ came, and young Kasche said 
that those whe felt the pangs of hunger 
first were those whom God had not elected. 
Besides the farmer, his wife and son,

possessed her. They danced about her and 
struck her madly with their fists until 
the wretched woman fell dead on the floor, 
covered with blood.

CHERRY TREE FRAUD 


INJURED BY A TRANSIT CAR 


Farmer Is Hurt While Drawing Along- 
side Another.

Jenkins, the 
impression has prevailed that with the new 
Président all that was necessary was the 
filing of charges, in order thaty action 
might be postponed, and possibly another 
man appointed, Practically the same in- 
fluences which caused such a fight on 
Jenkins, was brought to bear in Judge 
Burford’s case. An effort was made by the 
opRonents of Marshal Thompson to connect 
his name with the Sanitarium scandal.

AN INVESTIGATION PROJECTED 


ZLAN TO SEND KXKILPATRICE 
THERE SUDDENLY CHANGED. 


Hederal Secret Service Agent Murphy 
Has Information Which He Has 
.Imparted to District At- 
torney Rozier. 


An investigation of the Missouri peniten- 
@ary at Jefferson City by the federal se- 
cret service agents to ascertain whether 
eounterfeit money is being manufactured 
there is in prospect. 

Although John E. Murphy, secret ser- 
vice agent, will not discuss the subject, 
it is generally known about the federal 
building that this investigation is contem- 
plated and that Mr. Murphy and District 
Attorney Rozier have discussed the possi- 
bility of some of the state’s charges at 
Jefferson City whiling away their leisure 
moments making spurious coin and notes, 

On Nov. &%, last, William Doran was tak- 
@n to the penitentiary after being convicted 
in the federal court of having in his pos- 
Session a counterfeit fifty-cent piece. 

Doran was arrested with this coin in his 
possession only three days after his re- 
lease from the penitentiary on another 
eharge. 

Herman Fisher, also returned to the pen- 
itentiary in November, was arrested for 
making counterfeit money within two 

‘months after his release from the peniten- 
tiary on a prior sentence for counterfeit- 


These two instances, in addition to other 
circumstances that have come under the 
observation of the federal authorities, have 
created the impression in their minds that, 
if counterfeit money was not made 
and given them while they were in tlie 
penitentiary, they at least secured some 
knowledge as to where it could be ob- 
tained. 

Wolle’s Cell May 

Be Searched. 

Another circumstance that has received 
the notice of the federal authorities is that 
Richard Wolle is now an inmate of the 
Jefferson City penitentiary. 

Wolle is proficient with the brush and 
pencil, and also has other talents. After 
serving a sentence at Jefferson “ity for 
operating a scheme to defraud, he was re- 
arrested within a month after his discharge 
for altering (“‘raising’’) notes. He was re- 
turned to the penitentiary last May. 

Ben Kilpatrick, the alleged Montana 
train robber, originally was sentenced to 
gerve 15 years in the Missouri penitentiary, 
but for an unexplained reason he was sent 
to the federal prison at Columbus, O., the 
United States authorities starting there 
with him yesterday. 

A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from Jefferson City says: 

Warden Wooldridge of the penitentlary 
Ways the federal secret service has not 


consulted him concering counterfeit money [| 


being made in the penitentiary, and that 
he knows nothing about an investigation 
likely to be instituted to ascertain if such 
money is being manufactured there. 

The warden says that counterfeit molds 
and money are frequently found in posses- 
gion of the prisoners and are promptly tak- 
en from them. He thinks the convicts man- 
ufacture the molds and the money both, 
but says the officials know of no way to 
prevent it. Richard Wolle, William Doran 
and Herman Fisher admit their crimes, but 


each absolutely denies knowing anything 
about counterfeit money being made in the 
penitentiary. They refuse to talk further.

BOSTON, Dec. 21.—Copper has probably 
cost American speculators more than $100,- 
000,000 and the actual losses may never 
be known. But there is a tendency to be 
loyal to the metal in expectation of good, 
big advances. Efforts were made tonight to 
obtain something like actual figures, but 
the most conservative estimates were ac- 
companied with the statement that cross 


ears made the actual situation one of 
oubt. 

The cold fact is known, however, that 
at least three men committed suicide as 
a direct result of the slump, and copper 
stock that once proudly. hung its hat on 
peg 130 collapsed to 60%. This was a paper 
loss of $107,720,000. The general depression 
in all other stocks wrought losses of enor- 
mous sums, all of which are attributed to 
copper. 

Thomas Lawson of this city is believed 
to have stood to lose from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000 at one time, but he weathered the 
storm and his actual loss will probably be 
small. The Marcus Daly estate is believed 
to have lost heavily, probably more than 
any holder of stock. 

It is believed that the losses in New York 
City were at least $50,000,000. The Rocke- 
feller crowd were both losers and heavy 
winners, but it is believed that they. did 
not close out at any big profit. heir 
losses in the general market must have 


been heavy.

St. Louis is reported as losing $50,000, 
divided among several hundred small in- 
vestors who bought the stock when the

Affliction of a Mississippi Lawyer

NOT A RAILROAD TRUST 
SAYS ponerenn SECURITIES 
COMPANY HAS FEW POWERS. 


Among These Is Not Found Authority 
to Operate Lines or Buying and 
; Selling on Commission. 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 21—President J. J. Hill 
of the Great Northern Railway and of the 
recently organized Northern Securities Co. 
this afternoon made the following state- 
ment concerning the consolidation or merg- 
er of the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern Railways: 

“When the Northern Pacific failed and 
the banking house of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
reorganized it, myself and friends were 
holders of a large amount of that company's 
security. After the reorganization was 
completed we bought about 26 millions of 


Northern Pacific stock, both common and 
preferred. Some of this stock was after- 
ward sold, but a large amount has been 
held from that time to the present. 
“About a year ago the Union Pacific Co. 
Dought the Huntington and other interests 
in the Northern Pacific and at the same 
time made an effort to get the control of 
the Chicago, Burlington Quincy. 
“With these lines in the hands of the Un- 
on Pacific, interests both of the Northern 
ific and of the Great Northern would be 
ly shut out of the States of Nebreska, 
ansas, Missouri, South Dakota, Iowa, I)i- 
inois and Wisconsin, except by using oth- 
or lines of railway, some of which were ir 
@ market for sale and might at any time 
Pass under the control of or be combined 
with the Union Pacific interests. 


Purchase of 
the Burlington. 
"We then with Northern Pacific 
made proposals to the directors of the Bur- 
lington to buy their entire property... When 


this transaction was about being closed, 
the people who represented the Union Pa- 
cific Co., and who had previously ‘tried to 
buy the Burlirgton, asked to be allowed 
to share with us in the purchase of that 
company; this proposal we refused for the 
reason that it would defeat our object in 
buying the Burlington, and further it was 
against the law of several of the states in 
which the longest mileage of the Burling- 
ton was located.

NO REAL VALUE ADDED TO GREAT’ 


NORTHERN CAPITAL, 


Minnesota Raiiway Commission Will 
Act—Outline of the Case Which 
Can Bs Made by the 
State. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 21.—J. J. Hill's 
troubles have apparently only begun in this 
gtate. His arbitrary threats to drive the 
authorities from protecting the state’s in- 
terest, instead of using diplomacy and tact, 
has brought down on him the wrath of the 
whole people upon him and the great rail- 


way trust. 

The latest move is announced by the state 
railway commission, and it is quite likely 
to receive the careful consideration of fi- 
nanciers promoting the Northern Securities 
Co., inasmuch as the outcome is likely to 
be a great rate reduction and consequent 
decreased earning power. An _ authority 
states the ground for the commissioa'’s ac- 
ti n the following logical conclusions: 

n something less than three years the 
capital stock of the Great Northern Rail- 
way Co. has been increased from $25,000,000 
to the enormous sum of $125,000,000. How 

uch of that amount of increase represents 
ncreased value and how much is water? 


Stock the Real 
Measure of Rates. 

“The capital stock of a railwa'y company 
is the measure, under the law, of the maxi- 
mum freight rates the company may fix. 
The law provides and contemplates that ev- 
ery railroad company to which it gives the 
rights of common carriers may _ charge 
rates that will yield a fair, even, lucrative 
return upon the money invested in the con- 
struction and equipment of the transporta- 
tion lines.

The first article of the regulations gov- 
erning the army of the United States pro- 
vides: ‘‘Deliberations or discussions among 
military men conveying praise or censure, 
or any mark of approbation, toward others 
in the military service * * - are prohib- 
ited.’’ 

High Rank 
Adds to the Obligation. 

This prohibition has been a part of the 
army regulations for at least half a cen- 
tury and the highest obligation to observe 
it rests upon the officers, whose high rank 
should make them examples to their sub- 
ordinates. 

Any other rule of action in the military 
service would be subversive of discipline. 
It would not be tolerated in a subaltern 
and it will not be tolerated in an officer of 
whatever rank. The present facts are that 
for several years there had been an un- 
fortunate and bitter controversy in the 


deplored even by the participants, as tend- 
ing to bring the service into disesteem at 
home and abroad and to destroy those re. 
lations of mutual confidence and friend- 
ship between naval officers which the in- 
terests of effective service require. 

In this controversy the army had not 
been involved, and no bar had been raised 
to that good feeling and friendly relation 
between all the officers of the navy and all 
the officers of the army, which is essential 
to the successful and harmonious co-opera- 
tion of the two services in proposition and 
action. A court of inquiry had been held 
on the matters in controversy and a re- 
port had been made, in which one mem- 
ber of the court had dissented in some 
particulars from the majority, and the re- 
port was pending before the reviewing au- 
thority. 


Declares the Offense 
Is Great and Plain. 

At this point the Heutenant-genera] of 
the army saw fit to make a public expres- 
sion of your opinion as between the ma- 
jority and the minority of the court, ac- 
companied by a criticism of the most se- 
vere character, which could not fail to 
be applied by the generality of readers to 
the naval officers against whose view your 
view was expressed. 

It is of no consequence on whose side 
your opinion was, or what it was. 

You had no business In the controversy 
and no right, holding the office which you 
did, to express any opinion. Your con- 
duct was in violation of the regulation 
above cited and of the rules of official pro- 
priety, and you are justly liable to censure, 
which I now express.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Lieutenant- 
General Nelson A. Miles was censured to- 
day for his utterances in Cincinnati bear- 


ing upon the Sampson-Schley controversy. 
The punishment was at the direction of 
President Roosevelt and was distinctly 
cutting and severe. 

It is seldom that so severe a reprimand 
is administered to an officer of high rank 
in either service. What the result will be 
cannot be assumed, although it is as- 
sumed that Gen. Miles will submit without 
further comment. 

Almost at the same time the President 
directed Secretary Long to ask for the im- 
mediate resignation of Edgar Stanton 
Maclay, the Brooklyn navy yard laborer 
and historian, whose savage criticism of 
Admiral Schley made his history Known 
from one end of the land to the other. 

The announcement was also made by 
Secretary Long that he had approved the 
adverse majority verdict of the Schley 
court and disapproved of the dissenting 
report of Admiral Dewey. 

This vigorous action of the President 
came as a surprise in view of the posi- 
tive statement given out at the war de- 
partment yesterday that the secretary of 
war had not contemplated.a censure for 
the commanding general. 

It was said today that the action was 
taken for the reason that the President 
desired to put an end to the naval con- 
troversy at once and forever.

MARCONI BEARS STOCKS. 


Anglo-American Cable Securities Have 
Dropped Seven Points. 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—The fall in the se- 
curities of cable companies, which com- 


menced with the announcement of the suc- 
cess of Marconti’s experiments in having 
signals transmitted across the ocean by his 
wireless system of telegraphy, has been 
continuous throughout the week. Since Dec. 
14, Anglo-American preferreds have dropped 
7 points, and ordinary shares have dropped 
4 points, while Eastern Telegraph was a 
close second, with a fall of 5% points. 

Quite apart from the specuiative bear 
movement, there has been a real selling of 
stock. The opposition of Anglo-American 
Co. to Marconi's ‘experiments appears to 
have increased the apprehension of the 
shareholders of cable companies as to the 
probability of serious competition in the 
near future.

We went to Washington, D. C., to reside, 
and therg@ she died of consumption two 
years latér. 

in Detember, 1844, I was married, in 
Williambburg, Va., to Addie Graham, who 
had just made her debut in Washiggton 
society. In May, 1845, we returned to Muil- 
ford, and about a month later, while at- 
tending a barn dance, my wife became 
suddenly ill and died in my arms be-

“I loved her better than I did jny of 
my wives, and life in Milford was no long- 


er endurable; so I went to Philadelphia and 
in Feb. 1857, married Anne Handey, a rich 
young woman. I opened a loan office and 
was making money, but my wife’s health 
began to fall an@ in March, 1860, took 
her to Colorado, where she died a month 
later, 

“T remained tn Colorado, and on June 6, 
at the governor’s reception, met a young 
woman, Miss Margaret I. Case, whom I 
married a few months later. After a few 
months of unalloyed —— she was 
taken from me, dying suddenly of heart 
failure. 

“Nov. 6 of that year I married Annie 
Meenhold, a flaxen-haired German girl. In 
just four weeks she died and I turned my 
back on Colorado. 

“In January, 1866, at Indianapolis, I mar- 
ried Miss Julia De Wet, who was engaged 
in revival work there. After our marriage 
we engaged in anti-vice and religous work, 
keeping at it until 1870, and doing much 
good.

‘We had as an assistant a young woman, 
Gertrude, the wife of Rev. WilHam L. Lay- 
mont. We continued to work together, and 
in May, 1872, I married her. She was killed 
at Asheville, N. C., July, 1874, by being. 
thrown from a horse. 

‘My last matrimonial venture was after 
I settled in Goshen. There I married the 
belle of Ann City, but she was not true 
to me and I divorced her. .

THE WELL-TO-DO INDIFFERENT 


CHARITABLE SOCIETIES CANNOT 
RELIEVE THE SITUATION. 


Municipal Councils of Berlin, Leipsig 
and Other Cities Are Discussing 
the Question of Govern- 
ment Aid. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21.—This is a gloomy 
Christmas in Germany. Half a million per- 
Bons are unemployed, and the consequent 
wWretchedness darkens the holidays. 

Bven the well-to-do are most indifferent. 
They are unable to avoid perceiving the 
misery of the cellar dwellers of Berlin, 
while official reports from every part of 
the empire indicate that extraordinary de- 
mand. are being made on the poor funds 
and private agencies for the relief of the 
destitute. 

Several new charitable societies have 
been organized in Berlin and three or feur 
tinies more than the usual holiday cvoniri- 
butions to the poor have been distributed, 
yet the distress seems scarcely dimin- 
ished. The municipal councils of Cologne, 
Stuttgart, Leipsig, Berlin and other cities 
are discussing the question of municipal 
aid, without reaching anything very defi- 
nite. The provincia) government of Wies- 
baden has determined to distribute relief 
from the provincial treasury. 

One amelioration of the situation, upon 
which both trades unions and empolyers 
have agreed, is the dismissal of foreign 
laborers, many thousands of whom, Czechs, 
Poles, Italians and Russians, obtained 
work in Germany during the boom period. 
The government approves of the dismissal 
of these men and of giving preference to 
Germans.

Great Row at Paris Meeting 
of Shareholders. 


PRESIDENT HUTIN RESIGNED 


PELAN APPROVED TO REOPEN 
DEAL WITH UNITED STATES. 


Police Called in to Suppress Disturb- 
ance Raised by Stock Owners, 
Many of Whom Looked 
Seedy. 


PARIS, Dec. 21—At a meeting of the 
board of directors of the Panama Canal 
Co., Thursday, President Hutin, who re- 
cently returned here from the United 
States, and M.. Choron, the director of 
works, resigned their offices. 

The report presented at the general meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the Panama 
Canal Co. here this afternoon, reviews the 
negotiations for the sale of the canal prop- 
erty to the United States and says: 

“The decision of the isthmian commis- 
sion was evidently due to a misunderstand- 
ing which must be dissipated. We shall 
ask you to give us full powers to negotiate 
with the government of the United States, 
under the reserve of submitting for your 
approval the figure upon which the repre- 
sentatives of the American government 
agreed, and the mandatory to which we 
shall intrust the continuance of the nego- 
tlations. Our negotiator will be instructed 
to notify the American government that 
we are prepared to set aside the valuations 
which have been considered as the price 
asked, and which have been judged unac- 


ceptable, and we offer to take as a basis 
and point of departure of the discussion we 
solicit, and which we believe will not be 
refused, the figures and declarations con- 
tained in the conclusions of the isthmian 
commission’s report. We shall, moreover, 
give our mandatory power to close the 
discussion by proposing a fixed price. We 
hope this simple, categorical offer will ex- 
ercise a favorable influence upon the future 
negotiations.’’ 


Any Price So 
Sale Is Made. 

M. P. Forot, the former comptroller gen- 
eral of the army, and M. Bourgeois, the 
former receiver of finances, will replace 
Mm, Hutin and Choron. 

After an uproarious session the share- 


holders, almost unanimously, voted to 
adopt the proposition set forth in the re- 
port, empowering the board to conclude the 
sale and cession to the United States of 
all the Panama Canal Co.’s properties, sub- 
ect to the limitations specified above. 
“Get the United States to buy the canal 
at any price, in order to save some of our 
money,’’ seemed to be the prevalent feel- 
ing and gist of the speeches of the share- 
About 250 shareholders were pres- 
ent, including a number of women. 

In the absence of M. Hutin, a sharehold- 
er presided. 

A storm broke immediately after the re- 
port had been read. The shareholders were 


greatly excited by the news that M. Hutin 


ad resigned, and demanded explanations 


‘of what had occurreé at the meeting of 
ithe board at which he had resigned. The 


chairman's delay in replying to questions 
led to vituperations, which were launched 
at the heads of the directors by several 
shareholders, whose modest attire indi- 
cated that they had been severe sufferers 
on account of the Panama failure. 
Eventually the proceedings degenerated 
into such a tumult that policemen were 
summoned to expel one of the noisiest of 
the sharenolders who approached the 4di- 
rectors’ table, thumped it with his fist, 
elled at the top of his voice, and shook a 
andful of papers in the face of the chair- 
man. 


Row Too Great 
for Policemen. 

The intrusion of the policemen raised 
such pandemonium that they felt compelled 
to withdraw, and the delinquent subsided. 
The few speakers who secured a hearing 
urged the adoption of the board’s pro- 
posals, as being the shareholders’ only gal- 
vation. One speaker said it was palpably 
impossible for the company to finish the 
canal, as it could not raise money any- 
where, in France, or in the rest of Europe. 
He added that a large shareholder, M. 
Bunau-Varilla, who had published an ap- 
pen to the shareholders and others, at the 

eginning of the year, to contribute funds 

to carry on the work, only secured prom- 
ises of 200,000 francs. 
, Other speakers appealed to the meeting 
to cease the tumult, as the moment was 
decisive in regard to the fate of their many 
millions. 

Finally, the chairman rose and made a 
statement, which soothed his hearers. He 
said there was no contradiction in the res- 
ignation of Hutin, and the expressions of 
appreciation of his labors contained in his 
report. The board had considered the sit- 
uation egy ee from the isthmian com- 
missioners’ decision and had come to the 
conclusiom, that a change of policy was 
needed. 

They, therefore, made the proposition 
contained in the report; but, 
thought that the negotiations 
Untted States migh run smoother without 
M. Hutin, the latter resigned. 

The meeting, appeased by this explana- 
tion, then approved of the proposition 
made in the report. f

FOR MINISTRIES OF HEALTH 


French Savant Says They Could Every- 
where Reduce Mortality Thirty to 
Forty Per Cent in Three Years. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901, by Press Publishing Co.) 
PARIS, Dec, 21.—M. Duclaux, the head 
of the Pasteur Institute, issued today a 
book called ‘Questions of Public Hy- 
giene.’’ In it he shows that the best or- 
dered communities are still woefully un- 
healthy. He advocates the formation in 
every country of ministries of public health, 
which, he declares, are more important 
than ministries of war or the navy, and 
would be much more effective than the 
municipal boards of health, which ‘prove 
themselves everywhere unable to cope with 
the problem, since they are only empowered 
to act githin narrow limits, easily invaded 

by outside contamination.” 

M. Duclaux believes that ministries of 
public hygiene could everywhere reduce the 
mortality 30 to #@ per cent within three 
years. ; 

He also advocates the international col- 
laboration of these ministries in fighting 


epidemics, tuberculosis and diphtheria. 

Another savant, Dr. Suchet, publishes as 
the result of 15 years’ study in hospitals 
and prisons, his conclusion that 2 per 
cent of the hospital patients inherited vi- 
tiated constitutions from alcoholic parents, 
and that 65 per cent of the criminals re- 
ceived the germ of their criminal instinct 
before birth. 

Dr. Suchet goes further, saying that no 
habitual drunkard can have sound children, 
and that out of several thousand drunkards’ 
children examined not one exception was 


found. 


SOLD OFFICIAL SECRETS. 


German Government Employe Sent to 
Prison for Three Months. 
BERLIN, Dec. 21.—A former government 
employe named Voigt was sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment today for sell- 
ing official secrets to a journalist, Dr.

EMPEROR ARGUES 
WITH ART CRITICS 


GERMANS OF PROMINENCE OP- 
POSE THE KAISER’S VIEWS. 


THEIR TALK WAS FRIENDLY 


William Had Denounced Certain Ar- 
tists and Their Loyal Defenders 
Upheld Their Work in a Pri- 
vate Discussion. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21.—Emperor William's 
discourse on art during the dinner which 
he gave at the palace on Wednesday even- 


ing to painters and sculptors is the princi- 
pal topic discussed in the drawing rooms 
and doctorial assemblages here. 

It has even got into those soco-popitical 
controversies which occupy so much of the 
attention of the educated classes in Ger- 
many as well as that of the agitators in 
the cafes. 

His majesty’s repugnance to naturalism 
arises, the defenders of the modern school 
aver, solely from his antipathy to social 
Gemocracy. It is common talk at court 
that artists such as Liebermann and Uhde, 
who delight in scenes representing the life 
of the poor, must be socialists, fellows 
without a country. 

The political bias of the Emperor’s artis- 
tic opinions is the only explanation the crit- 
ics find for his condemnation of the work 
of Boecklin, Thoma, Liebermann, Suck, 
Uhde, and even Menzel, on whom his maj- 
esty bestowed the Order of the Black 


Eagle. 

None of those were present at the din- 
ner, but they found defenders among those 
who wore, 

After the ladies withdrew Emperor Wil- 
liam took the guests to the Heinrichs Hal- 
len, where, over beer and Vobacco, they dis- 
cussed the doctrines his majesty h laid 
down in his speech. 

The Emperor’s good humor emboldened

him and they rather plainly intimated that 
they believed injustice to the first artistic 
names in Germany had been done in saying

REDMOND MET BY A PROCESSION 
OF 30,000 NATIONALISTS. 


Scathing Exposure of the State of Af- 
fairs in Connaught by T. W. Rus- 
sell, M. P., Which Government 
Is Now Maintaining by 
Imprisonment.

DUBLIN, Dec. 21.—Political attention is 
cncee more being centered on Ireland, where 
Chief Secretary Windham is bringing. all 
the engines of coercion to bear against the 

United Irish League. 

The result of prosecuting Connor O'Kelly, 
M. P., and other members has been to give 
the agitation a tremendous impetus, ana 
the return of Redmond, McHugh anda 


O'Donnell from the United Siates with 
giowing accounts of their reception, ha» 
saised a popular spirit unequaled = since 
Parnell’s palmiest day. 

Redinond was escorted by a procession of 
30,000" Nationalists from the railway station 
to the Dublin Mansion House, where he de- 
livered a speech from the steps, welcoming 
the resumption of coercion. 

A most scathing exposure of the state ot 
affairs in poverty-stricken Connaught, 
which the British government is now im- 
risoning Irish members to maintain, has 
een delivered by T. W. Russell, the Union 
ist member of Parliament for South Tyrone, 
and secretary of the local government board 
in Lord Salisbury's last administration. He 
refused office in the present government 
because Salisbury declined to pledge him- 
self .o reform the Irish land laws. In ad- 
dressing a meeting of Ulster Unionist farm- 
ers at Fermanagh Wednesday, Mr. Rus- 
sell said: 

‘‘No one familiar with Irish life could 
fail to see that we are once again ap- 
proaching one of those crises which ever 
and anon shake things to their very foun- 
dation in Ireland. e west of Ireland is 
a frightful nursing ground for revolution 
and today a catastrophe is impeding in that 
region. he people are herded and hud- 
dled together like swine upon small patches 
of land, totally incapable of maintaining life 
and out of which an economic rent is im- 
ossible. The lives of these people are 
opeless, long-drawn-out records of misery. 
They are living in houses little better than 
Kaffir raals, eating food in comparison 
with which the workhouse ration is affiu- 
ence and luxury, clothed as no peasantry in 
muroge is clothed. This is not a fancy 
sketch. 

‘There is another side of this shield. 
Alongside this poverty stricken area are 
greet patches of the finest grazing land 
n the country, once tenanted, but now 
occupied by cattle and sheep. These lands 
have all been cleared of auman beings. 
“These are correct pictures of a great 
part of the west of Ireland at the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century, one hundred 
vears after England assumed government 
of thé country. It is a scandal and a shame 
to think that this misery is curable, that 
oe povensy is remediable, that one solu- 
on oO e probiem is at our ti 
national life of Ireland.’’ on

DR. CALEB DU HADWAY DEAD 


Expires at His Home in Jerseyville 
After an Ilness of Three 


Years. 
Dr. Caleb du Hadway died at his home in 
Jerseyvillo Saturday morning at the age 
of 63 years and 10 months, and after three 
years of suffering. Dr. du @ladway was 
Stricken with paralysis about three years 
ago and soon after that he went to Texas. 
hoping the climate might prove benefi- 
cial. The relief was only temporary and 
the doctor returned about a year ago to 


spend his remaining days in his home city, 
Jerseyville. Since returning he has grad 
ually failed in health and during the past 
few weeks he suffered several additiona 
strokes. 
Dr. du Hadway was born in Baltimore. 
His father was a Frenchman and his 
mother was a native of Canada. He re- 
celved his education at the Ohio University 
at Athens and at Oxford and began the 
study of medicine under Dr. Orlando Mii- 
ler of Jackson Courthouse, O. He also 
studied medicine at the Ohio Medical Col- 
lege at Cincinnati and started his practice 
at Hamden, .0. His wife died several! 
ears ago. One son, Charles du Hadway ot 
erseyvilie, and three daughters, Mrs. H. 
B. Hill and Miss Minnie du Hadway of 
erseyville and Mrs. Charles Noble of St. 
Louls, survive him. 
Dr. du Hadway entered the confederate 
army in March, 1862, as surgeon of the 
Ninth Kentucky Infantry, remaining until 
August, 1564, when he located at Jerseyville, 
where he continued the practice of medi- 
cine until his heaith failed. In 1868 he be- 
came Known in the medical fraternity 
throughout the world by using carbolic 
acid as a local anesthetic. Two years be- 
fore Du Hadway made this discovery he 
received the degree of adeundum from the 
Missour!l Medical College of St. Louis. For 
many years he was a in the coun- 
sels of the Railway Physicians’ Association 
as well as the National and Western Medl- 
cal Associations. For several peers he 
also served as, chief surgeon of the C., P. 
& St. L. Ratiroad. Besides being prominent 
as a W gg ger nw Dr. du Hadway at one time 
serv as mayor of “4 oa * ha and also 
coroner of Jersey County. e funeral wil.

ILLED MOTHER 
IN HIS DREAM 


Son Thought He Was Bat- 
tling With a Serpent. 


NOW A RAVING MANIAC 


HENRY C. KRAUSE’S HORRIBLE 
DEED IN CLEVELAND. 


The Theory Is Advanced That Krause 
Was Insane When the Murder 
Was Done, but the Police 
Think He Was Asleep. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 21.—While suf- 
fering from a nightmare last night, Henry 
C. Krause went from his own room t0¢ 
that off his mother, killed her, then re- 
turned to his own bed and slept until morn- 
ing before he discovered what he hada 
done. The murder was the strangest and 
most horrible that ever was committeu 
here. Krause is 27 years old and a young 
man of exemplary habits. 

He lived with his widowed mother. The 
first that was known of the crime was 


J. H. Wolf, pastor of a Lutheran church, 
entered a police station this morning. 
There he told what he had done. Accord- 
ing to his story, he had a horrible dream 
some time during Friday night. He thougnt 
he saw a brilliantly colored snake crawling 
over his mother’s face. She was asleep 
and he thought the snake was going to.kili 


her. Mad with fear, he ran to her room. 
Creeping to the bedside and summoning al. 
his strength, he grabbed the serpent by its 
Jaws in.an effort to tear them apart. He 
neard a cry, ‘“‘Henry, you are kiliing me, 
but he pulled the harder and the serpent 
was soon dead. 

Afterward he awakened in a cold per- 
spiration and the full force of the dream 
came to him. At once he went to his moth- 
er’s room and was horrified to fing her 
dead. He had torn her jaws apart as he 
had thought he was tearing those of the 
snake, and blood wassgupon her face. 

At first he could not realize what he had 
done. Covering the body he rema...d in 
the house for a short time, then weat to 
the house of Rev. Mr. Wolf. Together they 
went to the police station. rause was 
iocked up on his own confession, and offi- 
cers. were sent to the house and shortly 
confirmed the truth of the story he had 


told. 

While Krause was telling his story to 
Lieut. Felhaber he talked rationally 
enough, but he soon became frenzied and 
shomly afterward it was apparent that he 
was a raving maniac. Krause had been em- 
ployed for 14 years by the Sherwin Will- 
iams Paint Co.'and was a good workman. 

On Thursday afternoon he said he was 
not feeling well and the foreman sent him 
home. It was possible he was insance when 
he committed the murder, but the police 
think not. They say an insane man would 
not have taken the trouble to invent such 
a story as Krause told, and they think his 
mind was unbalanced by the horror of the 
liscovery that he had killed his mother.

The Sad Case of Little Rachel 


The Woman Finally Confessed and the 
Strangest of Mysteries Has 
Been Cleared 
Away. 


Special t the Post-Dispatch. 

ALLEGHENY CITY, Pa., Dec. 21.—Kid- 
naped when only 4 years old by an un- 
scrupulous stepmother, who thought thus 
to revenge herself upon the child’s father, 
Rachel Williams, now Mrs. John Madden, 


but for half a lifetime the plaything of for- 
tune, spent 30 pare in ignorance of her 


name and kindred. 

Nor until her andmother, Mrs. Jane 
Williams, died not many days ago in this 
city, with her long-iost granddaughter at 
her bedside,-had these two so iong and 
vot ong parted looked into each other's 
aces. 

Compensations have come to the unfor- 
tunate girl. She has not only grown into 
radiant womanhood, but she is the happiest 
vf wives and mothers. Yet the scar cf her 
infant misfortune has never faded, and for 
the first time as. her beloved grandmother 
lay dying she was able to relate the history 
of her strange and romantic life to those of 
he: own blood. 

The Williamses are Welsh people, who, in 
1868 settled in Harrisburg, Pa. William, 
the eldest son and father of little Rachel, 
took his pt to Syracuse, N. Y., where 
they had barely become settled when Ra- 
chel’s mother died. The little girl was then 
taken home to Harrisburg by her grand- 
mother, and the father has been a rover 
ever since. 

Continued misfortune reduced the Wll- 
lams family, which had been in moderate 
circumstances, to privation. The younger 
sons, who were its only support, lost their 
positions, and the family was compelled 
to move from place to place, finally settling 
in Chicago jn 1870. 


The Wife 

Vowed Vengeance. 

In the meantime Rachel’s father remar- 
ried, his wife being a German. They lived 


together but a short time, and separated 
after a nureber of bitter quarrels, the 
wife vowing vengeance. She had often 
heard her husband speak lovingly of his 
beautiful little Rachel. 

To carry out her scheme of revenge the 
woman went to Chicago, learned the resi- 
dence of the Williams family, and lay in 
wait for her opportunity to kidnap the 
little girl. 

It came soon afterward, one day when 
Rachel went out alone, and in the evening 
the child was missed. 

When midnight came and the little gir! 
did not return the grandmother became 
hysterical with grief. Searching parties 
were sent out and every eoffrt was made 
to find her, but without success. 


Mt was reported that the child had been 
’Kidn 


aped by a woman who was taking her 
to Eurcpe, and with thejr scanty means 
Mrs. Williams employed detectives to g» 
to New York and watch all the outgoing 
steamships. 

This brought no news-of the missing 
child, and after several months Mrs. Will- 
liams gave up the search in despair. 

Reduced almost to poverty by the experte 
of the search Mrs, illilams and her fam- 
ily came eastward again, stopping wher- 
ever her sons could procure employment 
until they reached Alleghany, in 1874. There 
the sons preeperes and married, and in 180 
Aaron, the youngest son, moved to Mc- 
Keesport, taking his mother with him. 

{rs. Madden's story to her relatives reads 
like a novel. She says that on the day 
she was kidnaped she was approached by 
a strange-looking woman, wo asked her to 
o with her while she bought some candy. 

neuapestingty Rachel followed her until 
they reached the depot. 

The woman told the child she was goin 
to give her a ride first, and they boarde 
a’ train. How long they rode. Mrs. Madden 
says, she does not know, as she fell asleep 
in ee arms shortly after the train 
started, 


Left Alone 


in the Depot. 
She remembers alighting from the train 


with the woman at a strange place, and 
of going into the depot, where she was left 
alone, the woman telling her to wait until 
she returned. When she did not return 
after some time Mrs. Madden says she be- 
gan to cry, and the attention of the sta- 
tion agent was attracted to her. 

The child managed through her sobs to 
tell him of her plight. The woman could 
not be found, and a Mr. Thompson, then 
connected with the Terre Haute (Ind.) 
Railroad, took little Rachel to his home, 
where for some time she remained... 

She was afterward taken charge of by 
a family named Litchfleld, living in Elber- 
field, Ind. A short time later the head of 
the family died, and she becdme an in- 
mate of a charitable institution at that 
place. She remained there for a number of 
years, but left when in her ‘teens and 
earned her own living by working where- 
ever she could find employment. 

This period in her life was terminated 
fourteen years ago, when she became the 
wife of John Madden and removed to Oak- 
land City, Ind., where her husband is em- 
poyes y the Plano Manufacturing Vo. 
Mrs. Madden is now the mother of three 
children, two boys anf a little girl, who 
is said to resemble the mother dlossly at 
the time she was kidnaped. 

During all the thirty years’ separation 
Mrs. Williams never ceased to grieve for 
her grandchild, and it was her constant 
wish that Rachel might be restored to her. 
Her son Aaron had promised her that if 
the girl was alive he would find her some 
day, and he kept his word. 

His brother’s letters, which were received 
oecasionally, led him to believe that the 
girl's stepmother knew where Rachel was. 
The woman was located in Chicago by the 
father, who notified Aaron of her where- 
abouts. The latter wrote her, stating that 
if she knew anything about the girl and 
would confess she would not be prosccuted. 

In a short time the answer came contain- 
‘ng in detail the Arey of the abduction up 
to the time the child was deserted in the 
Evansville depot.

SUPREME COURT RULING. 


Order Adopted Governing Filing of 
Appeals and Writs of Errors. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 21.—The 
Missourl Supreme Court this afternoon 
adopted the following order governing the 
filing of appeals and suing out writs of 
errors: 

“In all cases where appeals shall be 
taken or writs of errors sued out to this 
court after Jan. 1, 1902, the appellant shall 
file with the clerk of this court a full 
transcript, or in Heu thereof a certificate 
of judgment as provided by Section 813, R. 
S. 1893, with the time by said section pro- 
vided and the date of the allowance of the 
appeal and not the time of filing. The bill 


of exceptions if the appeal is granted shall 
determine the terms of this court to which 
such appeal is returnable, and when the

The latest events in the Schley case are extraordinary. The 
Secretary of War reprimands the Lieutenant-General for express- 
ing an opinion in a matter which was not his business. The 
Secretary of the Navy orders the dismissal of Maclay, the his- 
torian who applied a lot of choice epithets to Schley in a so-called 
history which was adopted as a text-book in the Naval Academy; 

‘(fer some strange reason the announcement of Maclay’s dismissal] 
is made by the Secretary of War.)

Mr. B, M. Crunden has an interesting article on Public Libra- 
ries in the current issue of the Modern View, from which this 
passage is extracted: 

“In Charles Dudley Warner’s latest novel, a youth who goes to 
college from a first-rate preparatory school expresses to his class- 
mate who was not highly ‘fitted,’ but had enjoyed the broadening 
influence and the inspiration of a well selected library, his admira- 
tion of the lattur’s extensive information, and his regret at his 
own deficiency, and concludes by saying, ‘I might have known 
something, too, if I had not been kept at school all my life.’ ” 

As Mr. Crunden says, it was not thé attendance at school but 
the absence of the library that put him ata disadvantage. 

What was true of this young man fs true of every individual in 
the community. The advantage of a free public library cannot be 
overestimated. The broadening and inspiring influence is felt 
&mong all classes. The public library is the main factor in ralis- 
ing the level of individual and social worth. Without cost every 
member of the community has in his possession the means of 
growth, progress, culture. 

This is admitted. But in St. Louis the library is without a 
Suitable home. Mr. Carnegie has offered the city $1,000,000 for a 
central library and a number of branches on condition that suit- 
able sites free wf encumbrance be first secured. Months have 
passed since the offer was received. What has been done to obtain 
the sites?

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CLEAN THE SIDEWALKS. 


Advantage should be taken of the less severe weather to clean 
the frozen snow from the sidewalks.

Gen, Chaffee, military governor of the Philippines, is a capable,

“History affords no parallel of a whole people thus practically 
turning war traitors,’’ writes the general, “and in the genius of 
no other people was ever found such masterful powers of secrecy 

‘and dissimulation; but it is needless to say that no powerful state 
was ever erected or ever can be erected on such immoral and un- 
enlightened foundations,” 

If this weren't so melancholy it would be funny. 

In 17% a whole people thus practically turned war traitors. 
They were very practical and the treason was very warlike. In 
fact, the war was no joke, as Gage, Howe and Cornwallis dis- 
covered. Strange to say, a powerful state was erected on the im- 
moral foundations then laid. Gen, Chaffee himseif is a major- 

- general in army of that state, 
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them back. 


Then on the immoral and unenlightened foundations aforesaid 
erected a state marvelous for power, wisdom, virtue and beauty. 

Switzerland was another example. The Swiss, every man and 
boy of them, were most incorrigible traitors. But on the immoral 
and unenlightened foundations once more aforesaid they erected @ 
state which is a model of virtue, and if it isn’t great it ts only 
because the country isn’t big enough to hold a mighty national 
spirit.

The general puts Aguinaldo and the other Filipino chiefs in the 
class with -Miltiades, Themistocles, William Tell, Arnold Winkel- 
ried, Washington, Adams and Jefferson, traitors all—alas!

Papers Hidden Directly After His 
Execution Discovered in the Vir- 


ginia State Library.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 21.—A batch of pa- 
pers bearing on the John Brown case was 
discovered a few days ago in the state li- 
brary here. Among them are 97 letters 
written to Brown by friends after his cap- 
ture, threatening dire vengeance if he 
should be harmed, the record of his trial 
and other matters of historical interest. 
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They were hidden by George Munford aft- 


er Brown's execution. He revealed the hid- 
ing places to his son, the Rev. Wm. Mun- 
ford of Annapolis, Md., upon his deathbed 
years ago, and the latter told the secret 
upon a recent visit here. 

State Librarian W. W. Scott found the 
papers and agreed to sell them exclusively 
to an out-of-town per upon the payment 
of $200, ‘he local papers got an if ing 
of the matter and applied to Mr. scott 
for access to the papers, they being public 
documents, but he declined to alow any 
one to see them until Monday, it being 
intended that the paper should print them 
exclusively on Sunday. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the library com- 
mittee of the state legislature, which in- 
structed Mr. Scott to make them public at 
once.

David Gideon was the largest individual 
winner. This well-known plunger and 
horse owner relieved the bookmakers of 
$100,000 during the year. But for him and 
Pittsburg Phil the bookmakers would have 
Been enormous winners. Mr. Gideon began 
the season badly, and was a big loser at 
one time, but made up his early deficiency 
and quit a large winner. 

PLUNGED ON LARGE ODDS. 

Hlis success was mainly due to several 
coups which he pulled off from the fall 
meeting at Sheepshead Bay to the close 
of racing at Washington. His reliable old 
horse, First Whip, started his change of 
fortune by wirning two heavy bets for him 
during the concluding days at Saratoga. 
This gave him confidence, and he backed 
Josepha, Clonwell. Namator and Carring- 
tinn to a fortune. The quartet won thelr re- 
Spective races. Not a failure was made. 
All were at large odds. Josepha’s odds 
were 20 to 1, Clonwell 12, Namator 20 and 
Carrington 15. The bookmakers fear Mr. 
Gideon more than any other plunger in 
the country. He is a clever judge of a 
horse, and he knows more about prepar- 
ing a horse for a race than half the train.

What the outeome of the situation will 
be is beyond conjecture of the wise men 
of the East—and apparently of those, also,

Schwab said: 

“Touching on the relations between la- 
bor and combinations, I beg to state that 
the greatest advantage to the welfare of 
this country has resulted. Wages have 
steadily advanced since consolidation 
Started. This curious thought occurred to 
me this evening. Many people think that 
the bonds of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration are a first mortgage upon its 
great pronerties. If you will stop to think 
you will find that the great mortgage is 
that which is owed to labor. The United 
States Steel Corporation pays to labor ap- 
proximately $150,000,000 a year. This is 
| equivalent to a mortgage debt of $3,000,000,- 
000 upon the property, which must be paid 
in advance of the first mortgage bonds. 
Never before has labor. in the industries 
with which I am familiar, received such 
high pay.’’

WILLESMSTED, Island of Curacoa, 
Dec. 21.—Gen. Lucanio Mendoza, presigent- 
elect of the state of Carabobo; Senor An- 
tonio Fernandez, war minister under Pres- 
ident Andrade, and Senor Lutowsky, war 
minister in former President Crespo’s cab- 
inet, rebelled Thursday against President 
Castro near La Victoria. The revolution- 
ists reached Cagua on the way to Villa 
de Cura, where their partisans had concen- 
trated from all of the surrounding dis- 
tricts, 

The movement, it is asserted, had long 
been premeditated and is in accord with 
that of Gen. Mattos, who is expected at 
Martinique tomorrow. It is considered a 
terrible blow against President Castro, 
who, immediately upon learning of the 
uprising, dispatched troops from Maracaibo 
by rail, but found the lines destroyed at 
Caguay. Traffic on the German railroad 
is interrupted and telephone and telegraph 
lines have been cut. 

Another uprising, it Is reported, has taken 
place near Valencia, and it is said that 
the entire country is ready to take up 
arms against the administration of Gen. 
Castro. The government censorship is 
strictly enforced.

Nature’s “third bridge’ spanned the Mis- 
sissippi yesterday and was used by 3000 
persons. 
All day men and boys, with an occasional 
woman or girl in the procession, threaded 
their way from one bank of the river to the 
other, now stepping over jagged cakes oT 
ice that looked like yellow lava, and now 
sliding, schoolboy fashion, on sm0o.h 
streches of black ice. 
The most popular path across the river 
led from the fpot of Lucas avenue to a 
point one-fourth of a mile north of the 
eastern piers of the Eads bridge. It was a 
rough path, but a sure one, and it was 
traveled by those intent on business and 
on pleasure. 
Negroes tolled across the frozen surface 
with heavy sacks of coal slung over: their 
shoulders. Visitors to the city took the. 
walk to see whether the river was as wide 
as it was said to be. 

FARE WAS SAVED. 
But the motive which actuated the great- 
est number, regular users of the Eads 
bridge, was the desire to cross the river 
once without paying 5 cents for the privi- 
lege. And the work on the hard, dry ice,

Her 
brother, who had heard nothing, was sit- 
ting by the stove. She told him what she 
had done and threw the bottle into’ the 
stove.

NOW IN MARKET.

Enough on Hand to Feed Three-Fifths 
of the Population of 
St. Louis. 


Christmas turkeys are now coming into 
the St. Louls market in quantities almost 
as great as the Thanksgiving turkeys of a 
few weeks ago. 

From the demand for Christmas turkeys, 
now far in advance of the supply, com- 
mission men conclude that the tradition 
of many years past is soon to be changed 
and that the turkey will become distinct- 
ively a Christmas bird. 

‘Everyone celebrates Christmas in some 
Brockman, a 
cele- 


way or other,” said F. W. 
commission man. “Not everyone 
brates Thanksgiving. From the present 
tendency, the turkey trade of this Christ- 
mas will be the heavfést ever seen on that 
day, and will approach the record of last 
Thanksgiving.” 

Sixty thousand turkeys, filling 30 freight 
cars and weighing 300 tons, will be offered 
to the St. Louls public for Christmas din- 
ners. Nearly $700,000 will be paid for them. 

Three hundred and sixty thousand per- 
sons, three-fifths of the population of St. 
Louis, will eat turkey on Christmas day. 
This estimate, which apportions one turkey 


to six persons, will give each a liberal 


share. 
That the public will buy all the turkeys 


that are brought to market is a certainty, 
the commission men say. 

As compared with last Christmas, the na- 
tional fowl will be sold at a low price. 
The prevailing price at present is 11% cents 
a pound. Then it was 14 cents. 

Last week’s cold snap throughout Mis- 
souri has lessened the supply of dressed 
turkeys. But for the Weather as many 
might be received as on Thanksgiving day, 
when 75,000 birds were placed en the mar- 
ket. 

North Missouri is the turkey raiser’s 
paradise, and the counties of Lincoln, Kallis, 
Pike and Saline are the biggest shippers 
to the St. Louls market. 

For a year of drouth, the 1901 turkey its 
a plump and well favored fowl. Ten and 
12-pound specimens are the average, and 
the 20 and 25-pound ‘‘whoppers’ ars al- 
most as numerous as in years when the 
country had plenty of rain. 

If three-fifths of the people of St. Louls 
eat turkey next Wednasiay, there will 
be rabbits enough and to spare fur the 
remainder. Half a million bunores, the 
dealers say, will be piaced on the Iccal 
market this week, ut i5 to SS cents a 
dozen. 

Venison will mot be scarce. Nearly 200 
deer are hanging along commission row, 
and will be distributed to butchers, 
Geese and ducks are scarce. The price

DECREASE IN MOVEMENT 


Sufficient Snow Has Fallen West of 
Mississippi to Protect Growing 
Wheat—Oorn and Oats 
Steady 


Gold weather and a better export and 
milling demand helped wheat last week to 


/fegain 2@27%c of the loss sustained thé 

previous week, when the outsiders startec 
to get out of the market. 

Cold weather has increased the feeding 
of wheat to stock and has been responsible 
for a heavy falling off in the receipts. 
With the cold wave came snow and raip 
and it is the opinion of grain experts that 
sufficient snow has fallen west of the 
Mississippi to protect the growing wheat 
from the intense cold. 

Though the clearances for the week weré 
only 4,332,532 bu, the export demand was 
very good near the close of the week. 
Gaturday Boston reported 500,000 bu engaged 
for export and Chicagy svld 200,000 bu to miil- 
ers. oe Louis sold av,vWwU bu of solt wheat 
o go to Uhio points. During the week St. 
pod gain men sold 750,00 pu of soft and 
hard wheat. Most of the availapie red 
wheat in St. Louis has been disposed of and 
toward the close of the week the spot 
offerings Were unusually smail. 

The receipts of wheat at St. Louis last 
week were only 96,012 bu, 300,832 bu less than 
the same period a year ago. Grain men say 
that if cold weather continues there will ve 
@ further faliing off in the movement not 
only of Winter but of spring wheat. The 
winter wheat movement was very small last 
week and the primary receipts were 689,Uz3 
bu less than a year ago,, being 3,400,666 bu. 
Cold weather interfered with the movement 
of spring wheat and the receipts at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were only 3104 cars, 412 
more than for the same period a year ago.

MILLIONS I 
ALASKA COPPER 


GREAT CHUNKS OF NATIVE MET- 
AL FOUND IN GULCHES. 


HARD TO GET TO MARKET 


A Railroad All That Is Needed to De- 
velop One of the Richest Sec- 
tions in the World. 


TACOMA, Wash., Dec 21—With the 
building of the proposed railroad through 
the Copper River Valley, the development 


of Alaska’s mineral resources will com- 
mence on a scale more vast than anything 
heretofore attempted in the North. This 
is the conclusion of western mining men 
who base their belief on the immensity of 
the ore deposits of southern Alaska and 
the fact that they must necessarily be de- 
veeees through large investrgents of cap- 
ital. 

One of the most impartial and trust- 
worthy reports zoe made relative to the 
value by Alfred B. Iles, a New York min- 
ing expert, who recently returned from an 
inspection of properties in the Copper River 
country for New York capitalists. Mr. Iles 
says that the highest: grade ore, found in 
the more remote districts, is not worth the 
mining unless a railroad over which the 
ore may be hauled is built. 

“What minin men term the Copper 
River country,’ said Mr. Ues, “covers @a 
vast area, operties cver 100 miles dis- 
tant from the stream are ciassed in the 
same category. The greatest values so far 
discovered are those lying in the vicinty 
of three glacial streams, e Kotsena, the 
Kuskuliena and the Loknah, This count 

is many miles from Copper River. -‘Thoug 
the territory remains practically untouched 
by the miners, great chunks of the native 
metal have been found in the Iches, 
while below the surface are found depos- 
its of high-grade copper glance and bornite, 


of Rich Copper. 

“The richest properties so far located are 
the famous Bonanza and Jumbo Nos. l, 2 
and 8 claims. On these have been found 
great boulders of the native metal, weigh- 
ing several tons, and lying in plain view. I 
remember seeing one huge body 
of which nine or ten cons were visible. {n 
smaller quantities the es grade ore is 
found al] through this district. Thousands 
of tons of ore, averaging 77 per cent cop- 
er, can be found right on the surface. 
The only mining tool needed is a strong 
crowbar with which to pry the boulders 
from the ground. There was one area of 
about 40, square feet which I examined 
with the greatest care. After eliminating 
the high grade ore, the body would average 
21 per cent.

BEAUMONT, Tex., Dec. 21—The demand 
for Beaumont oil is becoming greater every 
day. The most sanguine man in this field 
could hardly have anticipated such an un- 

recedented demand for oil as now exists 

ortunately for the field, capital of the 
North and East is beginning to see good 
returns on investments in facilities for get- 
ting Beaumont oil to those who want it, 
and there has for several days been great 


activity in the organization of transporta- 
tion and distributing companies. In half 
@ dozen shipyards vessels are being built 
for the oil-carrying trade, and almost ev- 
ery day brings the announcement that 
some vessel is ready to sail for Port Ar- 
thur or Sabine Pass for a cargo of oil. 

On Jan. 10, 1902, the Beaumont field will 
be one year old and it is entirely within 
the range of probability that the average 
shipments of oil for January will be wv 
cars per day, making 6000 cars for the 
month, which, according to oil statistics, 
is more thar the Russian fields are now 
shipping. 

At the present rate of increase, one hard-

If the demand for oil should not increase 
@nofher barrel beyond its present magni-

every day on the transportation facili- 
ties, it will be a long time before a parity 
between the two is reached. It is but nat- 
ural, too, that such a condition should help 
to make a higher price for the oil. In fact, 
local oil men strenuously declare that oil 
will sell for 50 to 75 cents per barrel at the 
wells within a year, and many of them re- 
fuse to sell at the present prices, which 
range from 20 to 30 cents. There are, how- 
@ver, some sales at lower figures, but in 
such cases the seller is usually a small 
ny with no loading or shipping facil- 

ies.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIGURES 


Great Demand for Product, but Output 
Is Checked by Lack of 
Transportation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—The Califor- 
nia Petroleum Miners’ Association, through 
Dr. C. T. Deane, secretary, announces that 
the production of oil in California for the 
present year will be 4,000,000 barrels. The 
railroads of California are using over 3,000,- 
000 barrels of oil a year on their locomotives 
and in shops; the eleven refineries of the 
state are using 1,500,000. The estimate of 
the consumption for 1902 ig 12,000,000 bar- 
rels. 

The association is for the purpose of dif- 
fusing accurate knowledge of the oil flelds 
of California and to check dishonest meth- 


ods which have made the oil business a 
by-word. 

At the recent annual convention of the 
California Miners’ Asgociation Dr. Deane 
read a carefully prépared article in which 
he says: “It is certain that within a few 
years the annual gold gield of California 
will be doubled; the copper production, 
just now attracting the world’s attention 
will be increased ten-fold; smelters wil 
turn out thousands of tons of iron from 
vast deposits in this state; fuél oil will do 
all this. Development work proves. the 
existence of a weli-defined oil belt stretch- 
ing the entire length of the state. From 
this wide belt spurs branch out toward the 
céast. Close to the sea, some of the d.s8- 
tricts now developed produce oil of 30 de- 
grees gravity; others as low as 14 degrees. 
lt is all valuable, even in its crude condi- 
tion, for fuel or refining, and unlike the 
Texas oil is free from sulphur. 
“California may enter intu inanufacturing 
competition with the Atlantic states now. 
il at $1 a barrel is as cheap as coal at 
$3.50 a ton. ‘Tne climate around the Bay 
of San Francisco brings forth the very best 
efforts of the laborer every day in the 
year. 

“The railroads alone used 1,000,000 barrels 
of oil in the last three months. The Ha- 
walian sugar planters have contracted for 
1,000,000 for the coming year; this by only 
six sugar companies. Hawali will take 
2,000,000 barrels a year, and more in the near 
future. 

“A comparatively wide field has been 
opened in the two years of oil development, 
embracing the well-known districts of the 
Kern river, Sunset, McKittrick and Mid- 
way, in Kern County, Summerland and 
Carega districts, in Santa Barbara County, 
and ewhall district, in Ventura County, 
Coalinga, in Fresno County, and the Los 
Angeles field. ‘The oil sand in the districts 
producing moet oj] is from 200 to 400 feet 
deep. he saturation is estimated at 25 
per cent. As to yield per acre, there are 
48.560 square feet in one acre; multiply by 
100 a conservative estimate of the thick- 
ness of the oil sand. This makes 4,356,000 
cubic feet of oil sand. Allow 20 per cent 
as oil. This makes 871,200 cubic feet of 
oil. A cubic foot of oil is seven gallons. 
Each acre, it has been proved, produces 
double this quantity. 

“The output at present is checked by 
the price and transportation facilities. 
Within a year two pipe lines will probably 
connect the Kern River district with tide 
water. The cost of a line is estimated at 
$3,300,000. A modest estimate of the value 
of the oll lands of California today is $100,- 
000, not taking into account improve- 
ments. 

“In regard to the yield of oil at the pres- 
ent time the Kern River field ig represented 
by 447 producing wells, averaging 60 barrels 
oF oll per day each, or 26,820 barrels per 
day, or 804,600 barrels per month.

INDORSES THE POPE'S UTTER- 
ANCE ON THE SUBJECT. 


Queen Refuses to Be Anointed by Pri- 
mate at Coronation and Sides With 
the Peeress in Rebellion Against 
Coronation Robes Prescribed.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—There is widespread 
and growing impression here that the South 
African outlook has greatly improved, and 
that the war is near its end. “Hope springs 
eternal’ on every British success, and Gen. 
Bruce Homilton’s achievements, coupled 
with the succeeding lull in the war news, 
accounts for the current optimism. The 
next Boer success will be followed, as usu- 
al, by a relapse into wailing pessimism and 


= 


futile demands for more vigorous measures. 

Meanwhile, despite the capture of Kruit- 
zinger—the importance of which naturally 
has been magnified—the area of the rebel- 
lion in Cape Colony is increasing instead of 
diminishing. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent can 
state on positive authority that the “are 
ministers are so desperately alarmed at the 
situation that they have advised the impe- 
rial cabinet that the unconditional surren- 
der policy is ge ary | all prospects of the 
continuance of British dominion in South 
Africa. Furthermore the cabinet here is 
agreed that if, through informal overtures 
by the Cape Dutch leaders, the Boers could 
be induced to withdraw to the northern 
section of the Transvaal, leaving to Great 
Britain the gold area and Pretoria, terms 
not distinguishable from independence 
might be arranged with them.

The King is wholf¥ opposed to a resort 
to the courts as a solvent for matrimo- 
nial troubles. He is convinced, that it is 
far better for public morality ahd society 
that such scandals should be carefully 
smothered; that if married couples cannot 
agree they should privately agree to dis- 
agree, making allowance for each others 
shortcomings. 

He never loses an opportunity of putting 
this rule in practice. There are today in

owe to his counsel—in some cases td his 
command—the fact that in the first flush of 
their disagreement they did not rush to 
the divorce court.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 21—A New Or- 
leans inventor believes that he has dis- 
covered the missing link in the matter of 
aerial navigation. 

Henry W. Grelle of 2207 St. Louls street 
does not go so far as to say that he can 


fiy, but Mr. Grelle has invented an aerial 
propeller that is extremely interesting, to 
say the least, and which he thinks will 
prove successful as a motive power either 
“hho tavention te sttt 

e invention strictly a propeller, and 
the Separtenens at Washington will be 
asked to give Mr. Grelle a patent. 

The idea came to him one day when 
watching the baby play with a large palm 
leaf fan. He started to work on it imme- 
Giately, and has spent seven years’ hard 
work applying principles and devices to 
perfect the apparatus, which was placed on 
exhibition at Mr. Grelle’s residence, on 8t. 
Louis street, one the past week. 

M. Santos-Dumont, the noted flyer, would 
move through space on wings that fla 
and pull at the same e.

His immediate scheme is to mount a large 
propeller on a barge and fiy on Lake Pont- 
chartrain, say from West End to Milne- 
burg, which he says he can do at the rate 
of from 20 to 60 miles in perfect safety, and 
carry 3 passengers while he is doing it. 

“T have stuck to this invention for seven 
years,”’ said Inventor Grelle, “and while it 
is still in a rude state, I know that it will 
do the work and they can be e of any 
size and strength. If I can get the project 
financed I will place a barge with the aerial] 

ropeller on the lake next summer. It can 

e done with from to easy.”’ 

The invention is- not easily described in

an upright shaft, the crank revolving 
around a dial. That gives it the necessary 
irregular motion of cutting the air like a 
thin-bladed knife while coming over into 
position and of then forcing &t to the rear.

This he ha» 
ordered from Wisconsin.

HIS Christmas between 150,000 aad 
200,000 trees will be needed in St. 
Louis, more than ever before. This 

lateer fact is accounted for in two ways— 
the increase in population over last year 
and the generally prosperous condition of 
the country. 

Three-fourths of the trees used here come 
from the swamps of Wisconsin. The re- 
maining one-fourth is divided between 
Michigan, Minnesota and Arkansas. Alb are 
wild. 

Ten or fifteen years ago the shipment of 
Christmas trees from Arkansas was an 
item. Today it is practically nil. The rea- 
eon is that the Arkansas pines cannot com- 
pete with those of the North in symmetry, 
and that Is almost the whole consideration 
in selling a Christmas tree. They branch 
high and irregular, and between their long, 
scrawny arms there is room for much day- 
light. — 

The follage of the northern trees grows 
closer tc the ground, is denser and makes a 
better showing. 

Norway epruce, balsam, firs, cedars and 
pines are imported from the North. Firs, 
pines and cedars as a rule do not wear 80 
well or look so well as do Norway spruces. 
The firs have the sharp, needle-lfke points 
all on them, and these begin to fall off and 
create trouble before Christmas day is 
over. 

The cedars, too, shed their foliage early, 
and are very seldom symmetrical. The

principal objection to the pines lies in their 
lack of symmetry. 

The Norway spruce grows tall and short, 
is thick of foliage, strong of limbs and 
pleasing to look at. 

Ninety per cent of the trees imported 
here belong to this class. In Wisconsin we 
find the best of them. ‘ Three houses in 
St. Louls do a wholesale business in Christ- 
mas trees. In September these houses 
send representatives North. The men look 
over the country, seek out the best trees 
and contract with the owners of the lands 
for their cutting and loading on freight 
cars. 

Indians of the Sacs and Foxes nations 
are numerous in Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Not infrequently we find them in possession 
of land bearing the trees we want. Gen- 
erally, however, they are used in cutting 
and loading the trees. From the land- 
owners trees are bought from 5 cents to $3, 
$4 and $5 apiece. 


In St. Louis these are sold to the retailer 
for from 20 cents to $8 and $10. The in- 
dividual buys ‘them at from 50 cents to $10 
and $12, 

‘For 50 cents @ tree from five to seven 
feet in héight can be bought. This is 
really a good-looking tree, and the popu- 
lar price runs from that figure up to $2. 


Five dollars or $10 will buy a tree from 
10 to 20 feet hight. 


The holly used here comes from Delaware 
and Tennessee. It is shipped in cases 
measuring 2 by 2 by 4 feet, 
containing 50 pounds of holly. Market 
dealers sell it at about 25 cents a pound. 

They buy it for from 5 to 15 cents a 
pound. Four cars, 600 cases, are sold in 
St. Louis every year. 


Lycopodium, or princess pine, for wreaths 
and green decorating, comes almost entirely 
from Wisconsin. It is shinned to St. Louis 
in bales weighing 100 pounds each. Six 
hundred and forty bales will be sold here 
this Christmas. The loose pine sells whole- 
sale at $3 per 100 pounds, and is retailed at 
from 20 to 2% cents per pound. Then there 
is the princess pine in coils. These strands 
hold by strong wire. The wholesale price 
is 80 cents.per coil of 20 yards. It will 
cost 10 cents per yard retail.

There are three candle manufacturing 
firms in St. Louis. Francis A. Muench, 
manager of one company, says: 

“St. Louis will realize over §600,000 this 
year off the candle trade. This means the 
largest output in its history since the time 
of tallow dip lights, and is the result of an 
investment of about $300,000, 

“These figures will not be surpassed this 
year in the world. 

‘There are three ‘mportant factors in the 
growth of the candle industry. Economy in 
poor districts, the substitution of candles 
for mine lamps and the sudden great de- 
mand for parlor candles. The consumption 
by churches Is also a big item, but this 
growth has been steady and easily antici- 
pated. 

“So great and so unexpected was the de- 
mand this year that every house in St. 
Louls is behind on:some class of orders. 

“The mining candle ranks first in point 
of manufacture and sale. West of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., there are no candle manufac- 
turing cities save St. Louis. This give the 
local concerns an enormous advantage over 
its eastern competitor. Not only does 8t. 
Louls monoplilize the trade west of the Mis- 
sissippi, but it gets a big share of the busi- 
ness east as far as the Ohio. St. Louis sells 
to the mines of Arkansas, Colorada, Mon- 
tana, Oregon, Washington and British Co- 
lumbia. Thousands of pounds of candles 
have even gone to Alaska this year from 
this point. 

“So far San Francisco, Seattle or Denver 
has not attempted the manufacture of can- 
dies. Our houses have branches in the Pa- 
cific metropolis which are supplied directly 
from factories here, 

The candle has been gradually supplanting 
the lamp in minés for the last 10 years. 
It is cheaper, there are no explosions and 
the light is fully as strong, without the 
smoke, as that of the flaring oll wick. Our 
rders are being increased every six months, 
which shows the candles give all we claim 
for them. 

St. Louls is a great market for church 
candies. The growth of the Catholic and 
Episcopal faiths has carried with it an in- 
creased demand for candies. These are 
made of beeswax, so that there will be no 
drip or smoke. The Episcopalians almost 
invariably order the plain white candle, 
measuring from 14 Inches to 2 feet. Those 
used in the Catholic churches are more

for them, which is often turned into. profit 
to the church treasury. In mafy Italian 
homes of this city can be seen today pieces 
of paschals, obtained last Ascension day. 

‘It is in the parlor, or fancy candle, that 
the great strides have been made during the 
last two years. In all, I should say, the 
trade in this line has increased 50 per cent. 
These candles are used exclusively for 
decorative purposes. 

“This being the principle of the demand, 
it becomes the first consideration of the 
manufacturer, and this year the designs are 
the most artistic known. All colors, in 
evey shade, shape and design the catalogues 
show a variegated assortment. Reds, 
greens, pinks, whites and yellows are most 
popular. In the parlor we will find these 
colors in the decorated candles. These 
decorations are made of wax and put upon 
the candles by hand. The wax is colored, 
so as to give the decorator’s artistic taste 
the widest possible range. Thus, we will 
have red holly berries and green leaves 
twining around the white Christmas can- 
dle. There will be white designs, red back- 
ground, and so on. indefinitely. Of course, 
it is the manufacturer's business to get up 
the most artistic designs and the richest 
color and the quaintest designs. 

“One of the novelties this year is the 
aerated candle for parlor use only. It is the 
invention of a priest, and does away with 
the dripping down the outside. It is said that 
the Inspiration came to the good father as 
he watched a magnificent altar candle be- 
ing rulned by dripping. He framed a can- 
dle with three holes seven-eighths of the 


“The largest candle ever manufactured in 
St. Louis was ordered by a local department 
The fancy hand-decorated ones will bring 
the retailer from 5% to 75 cents per pair. 

“The largest ever manufactured in 8t. 
Louis was ordered by a local department 
store, It was 8 feet 8 inches in height, 6 
inches in diameter and weighed 9 pounds. 

“St. Louis supplies practically all the 
candles used in Mexico, These will run 
from eight inches to two feet in height and, 
unlike the American candle, tapers toward 
the ‘top. This is necessary on account of 
the intense heat. Were the basic diameter 
maintained to the top the tallow, or wax, 
would get soft and the stick bend, as it is 

much heavier at the bottom than at the top, 
and successfully maint&ins an erect atti- 
tude, notwithstanding the sun’s most vig- 
orous assaults.

Harte between the arrival of the 9 a. 
m. London and the departure of tho 
11:36 from Camberley. Could I manage it? 
The 9 a. m., according to Bradshaw, was 
due to reach Camberley at 10:43. Fifty- 
three minutes—that would be ample if only 
the author’s home happened to be close to 
the station. But was it? The London cor- 
respondent of the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
in communicating Bret Harte’s address as 
‘‘The Red House,”’ Camberley, Surrey, had 
not thrown any light on this important 
point. 
I was determined to catch the 11:36 up, 
because it was my last day in London, and 
there were many things to be done before 


& was a .uestion of interviewing Bret 


nightfall. 


The sluggishness of all railways south of 
the Thames is a proverb in England. Af- 
ter making two changes I was agreeably 
surprised at reaching Camberley bdnly five 
minutes late, having covered the total dis- 
tance of 30 miles in 107 minutes. My first 
care was to cross examine the station mas- 
ter as to the whereabouts of “The Red 
House.”’ 

“It’s really a goodish bit, miss,’ he said, 
wagging his head discouragingly. 

“But how far?” I persisted. 
mile? Two miles? Five miles?’ 

“A goodish bit more than half a mile,” 
he answered, “and I’m pretty near sure 
it’s every bit of two miles, and—and I 
wouldn’t like to be positive as ’ow it 
mightn't be as fur as five mile or beyond.” 

I abruptly left him before he could raise 
the estimate and climbed into a fly, the 
driver of which promised to convey me to 
“The Red House’ with all possible expedi- 
tion, 

A lovely road, rolling up hill and down 
between gardens overflowing with autumn, 
and little woods carpeted with dead, brown 
bracken and solid walls‘of dark green hol- 
ly, its varnished foliage already starred 
with a Christmas offering of scarlet ber- 
ries. 

Aha!

A red house! Red brick garnished 
with red Virginia creeper and crowned 
with red tiles and chimney pots. Surely— 
but no! We did not diverge through the 
pretty lodge gates, but kept to the open 
road. 

Another red house, and many others— 
each redder than the last. Handsome. villas 
sheltered among trees in the shy fashion 
of English Tiouses, looking as if they had 
always been there and were a part of na- 
ture. Still my driver’ headed for the un- 
known, and goodness only knew how far 
it would prove to the ‘particular red ‘house 
I was bound for. 

A sweet, trim, simpering countryside 
where you couldn't wander to right or left 
without trespassing on somebody’s pocket 
glice of the landscape, and you couldn't 
wear a sombrero or a pair of cowhide boots 
without being taken for an escaped luna- 
tic. I thought of the wild, free stretches 
of California and the lofty breathing room 
and I determined to ask 
Mr. Harte whether he ever missed the 
rough joys of Roaring Camp as he sipped 
the cloying sweetness of Camberley, Sur- 
rey. 

A sudden turn, a dash of rain-wet leaves 
in my face, a crunch of gravel under the 


wheels, and I find myself at a pretty white 


porch asking a becapped and aproned maid 
if Mr, Bret: Harte is in. She opens the 
door of the fly for me to alight and shows 
me into a very domestic and very English 
drawmg room. 

There, after a moment or two, I was 
Joined by Mr. Harte in bicycle rig—or was 
it golf? His greeting was cordial, but un- 
easy. It was evident that he had some- 


thing on his mind, and ina moment or two 


the murder was out. 

Mr. Harte was not in his own house. My 
host was himself a guest. He was not a 
resident of Camberley, Surrey—only a vis- 
itor. I had misunderstood the situation, but 
was not disposed to regret it too poignantly, 
seeing that my victim was already in the 
toils. 

To do Mr. Harte justice, he was very 
nice about it, and having once made known 
his own standing in ‘“‘The Red House,” he 
submitted himself to the inevitable with an 
excellent grace. 

“I am staying here,’’ he explained, “with 
some friends who are kind enough to let me 
go on with my work under their roof. “a 
you will come upstairs we can talk in 
atudy that I am allowed to use.”’ 

We mounted to a cheerful roém looking 
out upon the garden, the road and some- 
body’s estate on the other side of the road. 
Mr. Harte threw himself into a chair in 
front of a desk which was littered with 
manuscript. 

“The story I am wetting.” he sald, wav- 
ing his hand toward these-evidences—of in- 
dustry. “My host is very indulgent. He 
lets me do as I like, It is qhiet here, and— 
you know how it is with this king of work—

out of him all the stigmata of the old life 
—the open-air complexion. The swinging 
stride, the broad shoulders and the keen, 
free glance out of eyes now fortified with 
thick glasses. 

Crown the portrait with a head of beau- 
tiful snow-white hair worn short and a 
little rumpled and adding a final note of 
distinction to a personality already distin- 
guished. 

“The story,” I began, “is it about Cal- 
ifornia in the mining days?’ 

“O, yes,”’ he replied, and added with a 
laugh, “I have only one jar to dip into, 
you know. I’m the old man that resurrects 
all the spectres of California’s past, and 
I’m told that California doesn’t thank me 


for it. 

“I think it’s a rather foolish attitude, 
don’t you? There’s something very fascin- 
ating in California’s early history, and I can 
assure Californians that in the eyes of a 
European they are all the more interest- 
ing because of it.” 

Knowing something of California and 
its inhabitants, it was on the tip of my 
tongue to make a rejoinder, but the clock 
on the mantelpiece indicated 11:11. The 
drive from the station had occupied 18 min- 
utes, and to catch the 11:36 up I must leave 
at 11:18 I swallowed my.rejoinder on be- 
half of Californians and asked Mr. Harte 
which was his favorite of his own stories. 

“I think '“Tennessee’s Pardnér,’’’ he re 
plied, “because it doesn’t depend on any 
adventitious element (such as, the baby in 
‘The Luck of Roaring’~Camp’). There are 
just the-two. men, andthe friendship of 
those men is the whole story, without a 
woman or any extraneous factor to compli- 
cate it.”’ 

“And what is your favorite among other 
men’s stories?"’ 

Mr. Harte took off his heneie and pol- 
ished them. 

“O, that’s too difficut,’’ he protested. ‘‘I 
have so many favorites.” 

‘What do you thing of Kipling?” 

“©, he is wonderful—wonderful. If I ven. 
tured a criticism of Kipling it would be 
based on his adoration of force. He sounds 
this note a little too insistently. One would 
say that he has an almost feminine admira- 
tion of might, of strength.”’ 

“And his poetry?” 

“Ah, as a singer he is almost unmatched 
in our day. In the sheer music and roll of 
his verse he is unequaled. except by Swine- 
burne. He seems to have the natural gift 
of folk-song.”’ 

From Kipling we wendered to Mark 
Twain. I asked Mr. Harte if he knew the 
great humorist, not dreaming that the topic 
might prove a delicaté one. Nor, I confess, 
was there anything in Mr. Harte’s manner 
to hint at ‘acute personal feeling—only his 
words, calmly and dispassionately uttered, 
indicated a rift in the lute. 

“Mark Twain? Oh, yes—very well indeed. 
We wrote a play together once. In fact, 1 
always considered that we were friends 
until that trip of his to Australia and 
there, it appears, he attacked me in a most 
savage and unprovoked manner—denounced 
me as a feeble sentimentalist, and altogeth- 
er gave it to be understood that art and 1] 
were Strangers. I’ve never been able to 
understand his sudden change of attitude. 
It was foolish of him too. I have a great 
many friends in Australia, and it was in- 
evitable that all this should come to my 
ears.’’ 

“What do you think of Mark Twain's 
new activity in American politics?” 

“I’ve heard so little about it. He’s a re- 
former, isn’t he?’ 

**¥esa.”’ 

“i think it’s a very good thing—a fine 
thing, He’s a very nervous man—a man 
of strong prejudices—but he is sincere. An 
honester man doesn’t live.’ 

Il would have liked to linger on Mark 
Twain, but the minute hand of the clock 
spurred me on to other topics. I asked Mr. 
Hiarte if he liked piaywriting. 

“I would never have done it except to 
protect myseif,’’ he replied. “It was sim- 
ply a choice of two eyils. Under the copy- 
right law, as interpreted at that time, any- 
body and everybody was at liberty to adopt 
my stories for the stage without reference 
to my feelings in the matter. I naturaily 
preferred to ao the work myself: 

“Under the Coleridge decision, however 


"—Lord Coleridge, you know, the late chief 


justice—I am better protected, however 
much other authors may have cause for 
complaint."’ 

Mr. Harte's twinkled behind his glasses. 

“The law as interpreted by Lord Colc- 
ridge is that the author's plot, characters 
and scenes may righefully be seized by the 
dramatist, but not one Written word of the 
origimmal may be used. Of course, that 
means dGiaiogue—for a play is all dialogue. 
And a8 my stories happen to be mostly 
dialect and depend on the dialogue for their 
effect and whatever ularity they. may 
have, the Coleridge protects me 
very materially.” 

And Mr. Harte leaned back with « tri- 
umphant wave of the hand, 

“Did you find play more. alncult 
than story writing?’ I asked, Spee 
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‘His years in Léndon have endowed the mining-camp poet with 
many of the attributes of civilization, including a double chin, but they 
have not tamed out of him all the stigmata of the old life—the open-air

You cannot describe them—they must de- 
scribe themselves in their costume and 
make-up. All the rich field that the story 
writer enjoys in description is denied to the 
playwright. 

“Just think of all our Hterature would be 
deprived of if it were in the dramatic in- 
Stead of the narrative form. Here is just 
one example that occurs to me. Di@kens 
in one of his stories describes a chest of 
drawers as being in such a condition that 
‘you had to open_each drawer with a knife, 
like an oyster." Now you couldn't possibly 
do justice to that chest of drawers on fhe 
Stage, and the humor of that touch of de- 
scription would be lost.’ 

““Who is the most interesting Englishman 
you have met?’ I inquired. 

“It would be impossible to decide. There 
are so many interesting Englishmen. The 
late Mr. Froude was a great friend of 
mine, and in some respects he was the 
most interesting man I had ever met. He 
was a singular type of Englishman—one 
that is practically unknown in America. 
He was the typical Oxford don.”

I love America. Oh, yes, I love my coun- 
try. I’m a thorough American. In fact, I 
am an American of the old school; I go 
back to first principles. Nobody is truer 
than I to our ancient republican ideals and 
nobody follows the fortunes of our country 
with keener or more affectionate interest. 

“But for a literary man the atmosphere 
of the Old World offers advantages that 
are not to be found in the New. There is 
a broad spirit of culture here that has not 
yet been developed in America. The au- 
thor, the artist, the man of achievements 
enjoys an enviable position here. He is 
recognized for what he has done, 
is a welcome for him from the highest in 
the land. 

“This is something that traveling Ameri- 
cans don’t understan@® I’ve known them 
to be amazed at seeing a fellow country- 
man, who would not be received in (say) 
New York society, entertained in the best 
houses of England. They cannot grasp the 
fact that In this country brains are the ob- 
ject of more homage than money. 
“Literature and art and science receive 
great deal of encouragement and honor 
from the leaders of society here. I'm not 
speaking of the people whose names you 
see in the papers all the Gme—the Pet

Bret Harte had arrived at a topic that 
interested. him. There was no need to 
prompt him with questions. By an easy 
transttion he branched off on the snobbish- 
ness of Americans. 

“If our countrymen would only learn,” 
he exclaimed, “that to be an American is 
sufficient title of respect anywhere in the 
world, how much more Europeans would 
think of them! I assure you, there is a 
great deal of respect here for real Ameri- 
cans. They stand alone. They are quite 
independent of the laws of precedence that 
govern the English. 

“Socially, an American Is: by common 
consent the equal of anyone, At a fash- 
lonable dinner an American may be called 
upon to take down a duchess or a count- 
ess, and theré is no question about it—be- 
cause he is an American; whereas, if he 
were an Englishman, some rule of prece- 
dence would debar him from the honor. 

“You can imagine, then, how absurd it 
must seem to an Englishman whose fam- 
ily dates back to the crusades and further, 
when he sees an American fussing about 
establishing a claim to some ancestor 4 
hundred years back! 

“That is something I would like to im- 
press upon Americans—that by trying to 
place themselves on the same footing in

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St. Louis’ New Buildings Supplied With Elaborate 
and Ingenious Apparatus Which Keeps the 
Airin Rooms Warm and Pure. 


NH hundred and fifty-four tons of 
fresh air are pumped into the new 
Wyman Schoo! every day for the pu- 

piis, each pupil getting 35 cubic feet for his 
share every minute, and the entire at- 
mosphere of the rooms changing every five 
minutes. 

The Wyman is St. Louls’ newst public 
school, It is equipped with an air-pumping 
wie4 air-heating apparatus, and is typical 
@f the finest school buildings going up in 
a@]l the principal American cities. 

at the front of the Wyman School are 
two towers reaching to the top of the build- 
ing. In the basement, at the center, Is 
an air far, propelled by steam. There is 
an open passageway for air from the top 
of the towers at the front of the building 
to this fan in the basement, and the fan 
sucks air into the towers and discharges 
it into pipes leading to all the halls and 
rooms. It is heated en route, and enters 
the schoolroom through a register located 
@ome eight feet above the fioor. 
mame side of the room, but near the floor, 
f an escape hole for the air already used, 
this latter having fallen to the floor as it 
@ooled and rapidly passing through the 
gacape duct. This keeps the air constantly 
moving in the rooms, and actually supplies 
ten entirely new air every five minutes. This 
has been determined by discharging powder 
in the pipe where the air enters the room 
and timing the period consumed by the 
@moke in traveling from the point of en- 
trance into the room to the place of escape 

The air, thus distributed is collected where 
it assures at least a greater purity than 
the air breathed by the pedestrian or the 
eccupant of a low house. It enters at the 
top of the two front towers, and these are 
distant from the ground almost 50 feet.

E are using in our newest schoo.s 
what is known as the steam 
hot blast system. It has been 

Renerally adopted as the best method of 
supplying fresh air to the school children, 
and is not only in use in St. Louis, but in 
almost every other city of considerable size. 

The steam hot biast or plenun system of 
heating and ventilating schools provides 35 
cubic feet of fresh air for each pupil every 
minute, and there ‘s an entire change of 


On the 


alr in the room between four and seven 
minutes, this being regulated according to 
desire. 

"The healthfulnees of such ventiiation can- 
not be questioned. While there are no 
comparative figu-es showing the superiority 
of this over old methods, it is still a fact 
that the value of the steam hot blast sys- 
tem is generally recognized. 

All of our new schools are ventilated in 
this way, and I do not suppose there “is 
any improvement upon our equipment in 
any part of the country, that is, go far as 
we go. Of course, our o!d schoo!s are not 
Supplied with the steam hot blast appa- 
ratus.

HE heating ventilating plant in the 
Edward Wyman School cons'sts of a 
horizontal tubular boiler 72 inches in 

d‘ameter, 22 feet long and containing 28 6- 

inch flues. The eng'ne has cylinder 18 

inches in diameter by 12-inch stroke, direct- 

ly connected to the shaft of the fan 
wheel, The fan wheel is 11 feet in diameter 
and 5 feet 6 inches wide. 

It has been designed to give an even flow 
of air over the entire surface of the coils, 
and is required to deliver 68,406 cubie fect 
of air per minute to comply with the guar- 
antee. The heating of the air is accom- 
piished with 12 colis, two coils being used 
as tempering coils and five coils being used 
in each heater stack. Each coll has four 
pipe. The pipes 
spaced 3% inches, center to center, length- 


rows of one-inch are 
wise of the coil, and the rows are spaced 
244 inches, center to center. The pipes are 
high, or each coil has 1022 feet of 
l-inch pipe.

of the base, giving a dry base at all times, 
and is returned by gravity to a receiver, 
when it is pumped to the bolier. 

The air {is drawn down through the towers 
at each side of the main entrance, thence 
through a passageway, when it passes 
either through or beneath the tempering 
coils. Under each of the tempering, coils 
is placed a by-pass door which is caused 
to be opened or closed by the thermostat 
placed in the tempered air rocm to keep 
the temperature of the air when it enters 
the fan at 70 degrees. 

The air is then discharged from either 
end of the fan, either through or beneath 
the heating coils and into the hot room, or 
the tempered air room, and/thence into 
galvanized ducts hung to the cefling and 
leading to each classroom. 

All classrooms have double connections 
at the plenum chamber, and these double 


dampers are controlled by thermostats 


placed in each of the classrooms. The ducts 
leading to the classroéms have an area of 
two square feet, the vertical flues an area 
of three square feet and the openings into 
the classrooms an area of five square feet. 

A diffuser is used on all fresh-air open- 
ings into the classrooms. These openings 
are located about nine feet above the floor, 


and wherever possible in the planning of 
the buildings arrangements are made to 
discharge the air toward the outer walls 
and glass surfaces. <A diffuser is of great 
value to direct the alr toward the outer and 
colder parts of the room. All vent reg's- 
ters have an area of five square feet and 
are in the wardrobes at or near the floor 
level. Th:s is found to give a very ex- 
cellent service. 

The wraps of the children are hung on 
iong hooks, which prevent them from touch- 
ing the walls, etc. The air passing through 
and areund the clothing Insures that it 
will be nice and dry when wanted for re- 
cess or at dismissal. This is especially 
advantageous should the children have been 
in rain or snow on their way to school. 

The vent flues lead to the attic, where 
the alr {s discharged to the outside through 
towers. Beneath these towers are usually 
placed two or more doors, whigh are opened 
or closed by air prcssure handled by a 
small three-way cock or valve located in 
the engine room. 

The heating of the alls and corridors, as 
well as the entire basement, is accomplished 
by hot air. No direct radiation is used.’ 

We have a spectal arrangement for keep- 
ing a fire in the stack in warm. weather, 
when there is no fire in the boller, in- 
suring perfect ventilation at all times. 

The sides of the fan housing, the casings 
of the coils, the sides of the hot-air rooms 
are all painted in wife enamel, as well as 
the engines, pumps, etc. The pipes, when 
covered, are painted white, and all these 
make up what is not only a very useful 
apparatus, but one that is interesting and 
beautiful.

HD Slater telephone is designed prin- 
cipally for use in small towns and 
throughout large business establish- 

ments, 

The Slater device is mechanical] rather 
than electrical, as all others intended for 
automatic connection have been heretofore, 
In this instance the mechanical ‘power is 
electrically released. 

The switch board apparatus is wound up 
like a clock. The machinery behind each 
dial plate consists of four wheels, a spring 
and a magnet. The wheels, started by elec- 
tricity, are propelled by this clock-like 
spring. Four hundred connections can be 
made before another winding is necessary, 
This means about once a month in a small 
town service, : 

The telephone itself resembles the famil- 
lar phone. 

Between the top and lower boxes is «4 
smaller one bearing on its face a dial plate, 
and on its back, out of sight, is a bar or 
finger, operated from the center. When the 
telephone is not in use it points to sero. 
Around the face of the dial are numbers 
and over each number a smal! hole. 

Near the transmitter is a small pin in a 
metal socket. To make qa connection the 
pin Is placed in the hole over the number 
desired and a button at the top of the 
dial is pulled. As soon as the pin reaches 
the plug it stops and the connection is 
made. 

The time consumed is about 10 seconds, 
about one-third of the time consumed by 
ordinary phones. 

When the button on the phone dial is 
released it sets a current breaker in motion 
which current acts over the wire to the 
automatio central causing the index finger 
to come in contact on central with the 
corresponding number on the dial. Then 
ring up in the ordinary way.

Practically Instantaneous Messages from Cornwall 
to Newfoundland Without Cables, Explained. in 
Detail for Readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch.

IGNOR GUGLICHNO MARCONI, the young Italian inventor from whom 
the Marconi systegn of wireless telegraphy is named, sent wireless telegraphic 
messages across the Atlantic ocean on the 12th and 18th of the present month, 


recording himself near St: Johns, Newfoundland, the code letter S sent him by his 


electrician at Cornwall, England,.2000 miles away, 
This feat of Marconi’s has startled the world as perhaps no other ecientific

discovery of the age has done, 


The possibilities of such communication are so far- 


reaching as to elicit from the scientific and lay world, on receiving the news, an 


unanimous exclamation of “Wonderful,” 


triumph is the Newfoundland coast. 

Erecting his apparatus on Signal 
Point, near St. Johns, he received on the 
14th inst. a distinct message flashed across 
2000 miles of water from his English station 
on the Cornwall cliff. 

Sounding the letter 8 of the Morse code 
upon the instrument In England, the opera- 
tor opened almost instantaneous communi- 
cation with Marconil, who caught the mes- 
sage on the Newfoundland coast according 
to prearrangement. 

The importance of such a discovery is 
such that the wor.1 was slow to believe the 
news of Marconi’s feat. It was a leap from 
20, 40, 60, and on one occasion 200 miles of 
proven practicability in the science to 2000 
miles. It appeared too much. The sclen- 
tific world had faith in Marconi, and was 
ready to belleve any announcement he 
might make, but it was hardly prepared for 
an announcement that the range of wire- 
less telegraphy had been increased a hun- 
@red fold in a day. 

Thera were good reasons why even such 
scientists as Edison doubted the news of 
the Marconi achievement. The first of these 
was that it had never been proven that an 
ethereal message would follow the curva- 
ture of the earth, though Marconi and 
many others were of the belief that a mes- 
sage launched in an air stratum of a cer- 
tain density would follow that stratum en- 
tirely around the world. For instance, the 
alr stratum first above the air weighs 15 
pounds per square inch. The air is lighter 
in .the stratum above. Marcon! believed 
that a message liberated in the 15-pound 
air would not leave it, or, in other words, 
that it would cling to its sphere. 

The second reason for doubting the Mar- 
coni announcement from Newfoundland 
was that not even Marconi had announced 
the perfection of a machine of such sensi- 
tive construction that it would catch an 
ethereal message at a distance as great as 
800 miles. In view of the supposed absence 
of any such instrument, it was hard to be- 
lieve that Marconi had suddenty perfected 
a machine that caught messages traps- 
mitted 2000 miles. ; 

In a word the Marcon! feat of Dec. 14 was 
too far-reaching to be credited at once. It

rather paralyzed both the Iayman and the 


scientist. Almost every civilized country 
Was experimenting with wireless telegraphy 
and many important discoveries had been 
made, The practicability of the system had 
been advanced until it was possible to 
transmit wireless messages 30 miles last 
summer during the international yacht race 
and 200 miles in England on the first day of 
the reign of King Edward III. But here 
comes a man who goes from 200 miles to 
2000 miles; who leaps the ocean in one single 
scientific bound; who makes the once-won- 
derful cable appear an unnecessary, burden- 
some, doomed thing; who strips the sea 
storm of its terror for telegraphy, and who 
briugs continents into a conversational re- 
lationship as close as that of sitting at the 
same table. : 

Whatever doubt attached to the young 
Italian scientist’s achievement was re- 
moved on the second day after the message 
from England was received. Marconi an- 
nounced the news over his own name. This 
was convincing to the most skeptical, for 
Marconi has never been doubted. He has 
been too modest in achievement, too per- 
sistent in experiment and too positive of 
his facts in all his work to be questioned 
once he himself says it is so. It has been 
characteristic of Marconi to confine his talk 
to what he has done rather than what he 
“expects to do. Yet it has been known to 
his intimates that no dream was ever more 
unrestrained than the hopes of Marconi in 
Wireless telegraphy. The extent of his 
father’s vineyard had no terror for him 
When he erected his first rude poles for 
signal stations six years ago, and the sea 
had none for him after a few years, just 
as the 24,000-mile circumference of the 
earth has none for him now. Marconi ex- 
pects to conquer them all. He has pub- 
licly said so, but his faith has not been 


hid from his friends. 
The theory of wireless telegraphy is more 


than 100 years old, but it has not been un- 
til within the last ten years that any prac- 
tical application of the discovery has been 
seriously undertaken. Sig. Marconi, the 
son of @ wealthy Italian, took up the sci- 
ence in 18%. His father’s estate in Italy 


1. etabodied a large vineyard, and here he 


erected his first signal poles. He had all 
the elements of wireless telegraphy to be- 
gin with, it having been accepted years 
before that the transmission of electrical 
messages and the transmission of light 
from the 6un to the earth were identical. 
Marconi sought to' make a practical appii- 
cation of this knowledge. He knew the 
waves of ether would carry his message if 
he could devise a sender and receiver of 
such harmonious attunment that the one 
would communicate with the other. 

Mis first important discovery was that 
the coherer, as the tube ccntaining metaliic 


: filings is called, becomes more sensitive to 


‘the presence of ether waves if it has at- 
tached to its end two long wires. This is 
the reason he has the high masts at his 
sending and receiving stations and on the 


ships with which he communicates at sea,

\Marcont and his assistants almost at 


first day of the reign of King Edward VII 
the inventor accomplished the feat of send- 
ing a wireless telegraphic message 200 miles, 
This message was transmitted between 
stations erected on St. Catherine’s Point, 
Isle of Wight, and the Lizard, in Cornwall. 
In fact, Marconi has done all his first work 
upon English soil. His achievements in 
Italy: attracted the attention of the Eng- 
lish, and whén, in 1896, he visited Dngland 
on private business, some of his friends 
arranged that he be invited to give an ex- 
hibition before the British authorities. The 
British government furnished the inventor 
facilities with which to give his exhibition, 
and he astonished them hy sending wire- 
less messages nine miles across the Bristol 
Channel. 

In transmitting these messages across 
the Bristol channel Marconi used an ordli- 
nary 10-inch induction coil, somewhat simi- 
lar to the familiar shocking coll, but on a 
larger scale. Connected to the terminals 
of the secondary winding were two small 
spheres about one or two centimeters apart. 
Between these spheres the spark passes 
and sets up the oscillation necessarv for 
the transmission of signals. When long 
disances are to be bridged, a vertical insu- 
lated conductor, suspended by means of a 
mast, is attached to one sphere, and the 
other sphere is connected with the earth. 
If an ordinary telegraphic key connecting 
the battery with the coil be pressed, the 
current from the battery is allowed to actu- 
ate the induction coil, which charges the 
vertical conductor and discharges across 
the gap separating the two spheres. This 
discharge is 4n oscillating one, and the in- 
sulated conductor becomes a powerful radi- 
ator of electric waves. It may be easily 
seen how, by pressiug the key for long or 
short intervals, it is possible to emit a long 
or short succession of waves which, when 
they influence the receiver, reproduce on it 
a long or short effect, according to their 
duration, in this way reproducing the 
Morse signals. 

The principal point in the Marconi re- 
ceiver is the sensitive tube or radio-conduc- 
tor, or, as it is generally termed, the co- 
herer. It consists of a small glass tube 


about four-centimeters in length into which 
two silver plugs are tightly fitted, A small 
Gap separates them, and in this gap a mix- 
ture of silver and nickel filings is placed, 
Under ordinary conditions the resistance of 
this gap is too high to allow of any current 
Passing from the local cell or battery; but, 
under the influence of electric waves, these 
filings instantly cohere and the tube be- 
comes @ comparatively good conductor, 


_ Connected to this tube is a cell and a relay, 


By the cohesion of the filings the current 
from the cell is allowed to pass through the 
tube and actuate the relay. When once this 
is achieved it becomes a very simple mat- 
ter to make a bell ring or work an ordinary 
Morse inkwriter, 

One pecullarity of this cohesion of the 
filings under the influence of an electric

wave is their power of remaining cohered 
unless tapped or shaken up. Marconi over- 
comes this difficulty by using an auto- 
matic tapper or discoherer. It is similar 
to an electric bell, without the bell. Thid 
is so adjusted as to tap the tube and shake 
the filings up, thus discharging them and 
bringing them to their normal condition, 
when they are again in a atate to receive 
another impulse. This is worked by the 
relay and another local battery. 

It is now easy to follow the various ac- 
tions which take place. The oscillations 
set up by the transmitter at the distant 
station act on the vertical conductor or 
resonator, which is connected to the sensi-

HE ether wave is the basis of Marconi’s wireless telegraph. It is by 
the creation of a series of ether waves that he is enabled to send 


His system is different from that of the Morse telegraph only in the fact 
that he uses no wires to connect his transmitting and receiving instruments, 


and that the latter instrument is what is called a coherer. 


This is a simple 


tube filled with metal filings and with wires inserted from each end and 


buried in the filings. 


The metal filings are a poor conductor, except when the ether waves 
strike the tube; then they are a good conductor and the coherer acts like a 
telegraph key which has been closed. The circuit is completed, and by a 
code of dots and dashes, the same that is used on the wire telegraph, the 


° id 
message is received. 


The instrument receiving the message clicks the signals, and the receiv- 
ing operator reads the message by ear, just as in the ordinary telegraph sys- 


tem. 


When the sending key closes, the receiving circuit is completed in the 
tube; and when the sending key is opened the receiving circuit likewise is 


opened. 


The transmission of a wireless message is more rapid than the trans- 


mission of a message over a wife. 


Ether waves are the same medium that 


transmit light. The wireless telegraph message travels with the velocity of 
light, which is 180,000 miles a second. Over a wire, messages travel about

The sending mechanism consists of a spark coil such as is in common 
use, which generates the electric sparks that create the waves of ether. 

Where the ether waves terminate on some conductor you have a condi- 
tion like that of the surf made by ocean waves breaking on a shore. The im- 
pression made by the breaking of this ether surf makes the signals sent. 

At the sending station is a mast upon which is rigged a vertical wire, 
one section being buried in the éarth and the other section extending to the 


top of the mast. 


The higher the mast the farther the ether waves can be 


sent with such force as to produce an impression at the receiving station. 
The spark leaps from one wire'to the other, completing the circuit and 
producing alternating currents. For instance, the upper wire is positive, the 


lower one negative. 


The spark leaps from the positive to the negative wire 


and the lower wire becomes positive and the upper one negative. The posi- 


tive wire repels and the negative attracts. 


This creates concentric circles 


in the ether, which constantly widen to distant space. 


It is silly to talk of telegraphing to Marg or to any other planet. 


Of 


course, if the ether waves could be made to hold their force sufficiently to 
produce an impression at such a vast distance, and if persons of our intel 
ligence on the other planet knew that we were trying to send them a mes- 
sage and had the corresponding apparatus, it would be possible, provided 
a mast could be rigged on the earth’ high enough to produce the stronger 


waves of ether. 


The effect of the sun’s flames are felt upon the earth in this way, but 


these flame tongues are 60,000 miles high. 


If we could rig a mast 60,000 


miles high we might telegraph to Mars. 

I do not think that the wireless telegraph ever can supersede the pres- 
ent system and become practicable. The wireless message can be received at 
as many different points as there is apparatus provided for its reception. 


There is no privacy about it.

Furthermore, if many wireless instruments are set to work there will be 
a conilict of ether waves. When a hundred persons in one room are all talk- 
ing at once it is a difficult matter for one to distinguish between the voices;

After the experiment across the Bristol 
Channel, Marconi gave some demonstra- 
tions before the Italian naval authorities 
at Spezia. With the transmitter on shore 
and the receiver on board an Italian man- 
of-war, a distance of 12 miles was bridged. 
A sertes of trials were also carried out 
from ship to ship, and the results so im- 
pressed the Italian naval authorities that 
they adopted Marconi wireless telegraphy 
for the navy and have used it ever since. 

Invited to return to England, Sig. Mar- 
coni was next heard from on Salisbury 
Plain, where he introduced kites as a 
means of raising and suspending the ver- 
tical conductor at a considerable altitude. 
In these experiments he sent messages 34 
tniles between Salisbury and Bath, up to 
that time his best achievement. 

After the experiments upon Salisbury 
Plain, Sig. Marcon! set up two experi- 
mental stations, one at Alum Bay, in the 
Isle of Wight, and the other at Bourne- 
mouth, the distance between them being 14 
miles. He did this in order to test the 
practicability of the system under all con- 
ditions of weather, and also to prove that 
wireless telegraphy was not a myth, but a 
working reality. 

Up to this time it had been thought that 
the weather or varying conditions of at- 
mospheric ‘electricity might interfere with, 
if not entirely obstruct, wireless

Marconi had many visitors at his exper!- 
ment stations in the year 1898 and his fame 
spread. In December of that year he un- 
dertook to prove his system adaptable to 
telegraphic communication between light- 
Ships at sea and the shore. He connected 
the East Goodwin lightship, the outermost 
lightship guarding the dangerous Goodwin 
sands, with the South Forehand lighthouse, 
12 miles distant. The installation worked 
successfully from the very first and con- 
tinued to work admirably through fair 
weather and foul. Within the first few weeks 
two vessels in distress received quick as- 
sistance through the Marconi messages. 
Both ran on the sands in a fog. The light- 
ships noted their signals of distress and 
telegraphed for assistance, indicating the 
exact spot where it was required. As a re- 
sult tugs and lifeboats were quickly and 
accurately dispatched. Members of the crew 
learned how to send and receive messages 
and how to conduct the station. Subse- 
quently Marconi established installation 
across the English channel between the 
South Forehand lighthouse and Boulogne, 
a distance of about 30 miles. This was a

All these results were secured with the

Lola Montez was the first of our sex of 
modern times with the courage of her con- 
victions regarding the necessity of scrupu- 
lous cleanliness for creating and preserving 
a lovely complexion. 

There were no face brushes in those days, 
I am very certain if there had been Mme, 
Montez would have been an ardent advo- 
cate of their use. 

“The principal recipe,”” Lola Montez said, 
“for the promotion and preservation of 
beauty is cleanliness in the most extended 
sense of the word.” 

Cleanliness is indispensable. It maintains 
the skin in softness, the complexion in its 
luster and natural hue, the limbs fn their 
piiancy, the whole frame in its vigor and 
fairest light, the mind in its purity and 
the spirits in the buoyancy of youth, Irre- 
spective of age or condition. 

It is by the frequent bath and friction that 
impurities are thrown off, cutaneous erup- 
tions removed, while the skin surface is 
rendered beautiful and indefinitely preserves 
its freshness and delicacy. 

The face-scrubbing brush produces the 
friction required for dislodging the parti- 
cles of effete and foreign matter that oth- 
erwise obstruct the pores, producing con- 
gestion and later an eruption. Soap dis-. 
solves or disintegrates dirt and the fine 
bristles of the brush search the pores and 
open them as no other agent can. For 
no cloth or sponge or mitten can do this 
as effectively as the brush. 

Millions of face brushes are sold yearly, 


and I am glad, indeed, of its legitimate 
triumph and also that I did not succumb 
to the avalanche of protest against its 
use, because so many thousands of women 
tuday are happy in the possession of fine, 
clean skins, without other cosmetics than 
scap and water, in connection with the 
brush, 

I may as well incidentally say that I have 
not the slightest financial interest in the 
sale of any face brush or toilet preparation 
in the market, so I can have no ulterior 
motive In my indorsement of a now uni- 
versally recognized toilet accessory. 

Every woman, in my opinion, should use 
a face-scrubbing brush at least once daily. 
The picture shows a subject having her 
face scrubbed for the first time by a beauty 
specialist, but no one requires assistance 
in the very simple process. Any woman 
can scrub her own face, 

In selecting a camel's hair face brush do 
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not be misled by the salesman, who fre- 
quently tries to induce customers to pur- 
chase a perfectly worthless brush of long, 
soft, brown or black hair, such as one 
firds in so-calied camel's hair paint 
brushes. The proper complexion brush is 
about the shape and size of a military hair 
brush. The back is of plain, unstained 
wood, what is called white wood. The 
bristles are white, a little over an inch fa 
length. They are made of goat’s hair. The 
first ones were made from a lot of Rus 
sian bristles called camel’s hair, because 
they were of exceptionally fine quality and 
to differentiate them from other goat brie- 
tles. The name has served to identify 
the correct brush, and the brush in question 
is known to dealers as the camel's hair face- 
scrubbing brush. There are a number of 
very good face brushes on the market, and 
thougands of useless ones. 

Dvery woman should use a face brush 
daily as religiously, if not so often, as a 
tooth brush. 

Innumerable women have written me they 
never have known what it was to have a 
clean-feeling face unti] they tried the brush. 

Hot water should be used, and soap, with 
the complexion brush. The method is as 
follows: 

Immerse the brush in water as hot as you 
can comfortably bear on the face. Rub a 
very bland soap on the brush until you 
have a good lather. Then scrub the face all 
. over, not as though you were scrubbing a 
table or the floor, but with enough force 
to dislodge all dust and effete matter from 
the pores. The scrubbing must be thor- 
ough, especially around the nose, where 
blackheads are so apt to form. 

After the scrubbing comes the rinsing, 
first with a warm spray, as shown in the 
illustration; then in clear tepid water, then 
in clear cooler water. Finally a cold douche 
with a big sponge serves to contract the 
pores distended by the warm scrub, end 
cold water acts always in such cases as a@ 
tonic and stimulant. 

The scrubbing brush will sometimes cre- 
ate a temporary irritation of the skin, 
which, long neglected, resents such heroic 
measures. . When the brush has this effect 
apply cold cream and accustom the face 
gradually to the operation. 

I do not for an instant wish to be under- 
stood as claiming miracles for the scrub- 
bing brush. I do unhesitatingly say that 
the beauty of the skin depends primarily 
upon cleanliness. 

A process called washing the face, which 
consists in passing a wet cloth over a hu- 
man countenance once or twice a day, is 
not cleansing to the skin, whereas a pro- 
cess which searches every pore and re 
moves all congestion and superfluous mat- 
ter from the skin ducts is cleansing. 

The spray is very much in use at pres- 
ent for rinsing the face and for the Vienna 
hot-water treatment. 

Originally the Vienna treatment consisted 
in applying cloths wrung out in hot water 
to the face. Recently the patient is given 
a@ spray treatment in place of hot cloths. 

After the face has been thoroughly 
oleansed with brush and soap it is sprayed 
with warm water, and gradually the water 
is cooled until frigid. 

When the spray is used the cold sponge 
may be dispensed with. 

The Turkish mitten is the next best face- 
washer to the brush. It is also used for 
stimulating the ciroulation of the skin of 
the face. 

In very exceptional cases—I have never 
known a dozen all told—the texture of the 
skin will not bear the use of a brush. In 
such cases only the mitten is advised as a 
substitute

Elaborate Study of the Supply Secured from 
the Misstssippi Undertaken by the St. Louis 
City Chemist Since the Opening of the Drain- 


age Canal to Prove 


That the Sewage of 


Chicago Has Contaminated Our Water 


Supply. 


HE RESULTS of the most remarkable and extensive investigation of a 
water supply in the history of the world will be offered as evidence in the 
United States Supreme Court net spring when the suit of St. Louis to close 


the Chicago drainage canal is called. 


Of analytical evidence alone St. Louis will offer 6800 results of scientific tests 
of water taken from the disputed waterway at 14 points between the point of en- 
trance at Lake Michigan to the point’of delivery through the St. Louis water 


pipes. 


These tests have already cost the City of St. Louis many thousands of dol- 
lars. They have engaged for two yeats the best investigative efforts of Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Teichmann, the St Louis city chemist; Dr. Amand Ravold, the city bac- 


teriologist; Dr. George C. Whipple, an 


expert with laboratories at Brooklyn, N. 


Y:; Prof. Edward H. Keiser, a scientist at the Washington University, and 12 
graduate scientists from the Boston School of Technology, Harvard University, 
the Washitigton University and the other institutions in St. Louis. They have 
so far surpassed all previous analyses of water as to necessitate new devices for the 
work. They have given employment to many collectors of water samples, and 
they have caused thousands of bottles of water to be expressed during the last 


two years to the three laboratories in 
being en transit every day.

There have been many far-reaching analyses of water and expensive surveys, 
but nothing before to equal this continued analysis of the St. Louis water supply, 
which has extended into every known method of determining the quality and the 
wholesomeness of water. Dr. Teichmann, who gives the story to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, pronounces the investigation the most remarkable ever made, He says 
there is no equal to it in science, nothing on record so comprehensive in scope 


and so thorough in detail. 


ITH few interruptions in St. Louis’ 
W preparation for the Chicago drain- 
age canal fight, samples of water 
have been continuously taken since the sum- 
mer of 1200 at the following places: Bridge- 
port, on the Chicago canai; where the wa- 
ter discharges from the canal at Lockport; 
on the Des Plaines river, just above its 
Junction with the canal; on the same river 
just below its junction with the canal; at 
Lockport, on the old llinois and Michigan 
canal; just above and just below the city of 
Joliet; at these points on the Illinois river: 
La Salle, a point three miles above Peoria, 
Pekin, Kingston and Grafton; at this last- 
mamed place two samples are taken, one 
from the Illinois and the other from the 
Mississippi rivers; Alton, Hartford, Chain 
of Rocks and Fort Bellefontaine; Fort 
Bellefontaine is six miles up the Missouri 
river; Hartford is on the Mississippi just 
above the Missouri; at the Chain of Rocks 
four samples have been taken, one at eith- 
er shore, one in midstream, and one at the 
waterworks intake; at the outlet to the 
reservoirs, Chain of Rocks station, and at 
the hydrant. tap in the city chemist’s of- 
fice. 


Sampling 
the Sewage. 


Bemi-weekly samples havebeentaken from 
the south fork of the Chicago river and 
from Lake Michigan at Chicago, at Wes- 
ley, three miles east of Peoria; at Pekin, 
10 miles below Peoria, and.at Kingston, 18 
miles below Peoria, to show the effect of 
Peoria’s sewage. These samples comprised 
a cross section of the inte at the points 
mentioned. 

Daily cross sections were also made at 
Hartford and Alton to show the effect of 
the Illinois river waters on those of the 
Mississippi river at these points. 

Occasional samples were taken from the 
Missouri river at St. Charles, Hermann, 
Jefferson City, Kansas City, Omaha and 8t, 
Joseph, and from the Kaw river at Argen- 
tine, Kan., these samples serving to show 
the effect of Kansas City’s sewage upon the 
waters of the Missouri river. 

A collector of samples dips his water in 
midstream with a rowboat and two long- 
handled dippers, one for water for chemical 
a@nalysis and one for water for bacteriolo- 
gical analysis. The dippers have bottles on 
the handles, and these are plunged under 
water and closed there by pulling a wire. 
This makes the sample free from local im- 
purities on the surface. The bottles are 
tagged and labeled and expressed. Some 
of them reach the St. Louis laboratories the 
®ame day they are dipped. 

The investigation of these samples has 


been conducted under three heads—chemit- 
cal, basteriological and microscopic. 

The chemical work has been carried on in 
duplicate. While Dr. Teichmann and his 
assistants have been busy at the office of 
the city chemist, Prof. Keiser has been 
doing an exactly similar work at Washing- 
ton University with samples taken at the 
same time and place as those analyzed by 
Dr. Teichmann. 


Prof. Keiser’s 


Duplicate Tests. 


Prof. Keiser says that he was engaged by 
Dr. Teichmann to make duplicate sanitary 
water analyses; that the city chemist sent 
him 14 samples every day, and that these 
samples were analyzed for nitrites and ni- 
trates, chlorine, free ammonia, albumenold 
ammonia and total solids and oxygen con- 
sumed. That every afternoon, as soon as 
the samples were received, the analyses for 
nitrates and free ammonia were imme- 
diately made; that, in a general way, the 
results show that Chicago sewage finds 
its way into the St. Louis water, and to a 
greater extent at certain times than at 
others; that the quantities of nitrites found 
in the recent analyses show a much larger 
proportion of impurities in the water now 
than a year ago. The free ammonia also 
has run much higher in the recent tests 
than in the earlier ones, 

Prof. Keiser further stated that he was 
assisted in this work by Dr. W. H. Warren 
and Mr. Sherman Leavitt, by Dr. G. Alle- 
man in a portion of the work and Messrs. 
Lang, Fulks, Keller, Kammerer, Fahlen 
and Robert Schmidt. 

At present the analytical data are being 
tabulated, and the weekly averages and 
monthly averages of the analytical results 
are being made. Later on a discussion 
and report of the work that was done dur- 
ing the past two months, together with 
that which was done last year, will be made 
out and incorporated in a single report. 

Prof. Keiser also stated that the main 
object of his work has been to check the 
analytical results that were being obtained 
in the city chemist’s office; he stated that 
he found a very close agreement between 
the data obtained by these two separate 
independent investigations; that on the 
whole that his results corroborated those 
found by the city chemist. 

The bacteriological investigations were 
conducted by Dr. Amond Ravold, consult- 
ing bacteriologist to the St. Louls Board 
of Health. Dr. Ravold did his personal 
work in the bacteriological laboratory pro- 
vided by the city. He had assistants in 
temporary bacteriological laboratories at 
Grafton, Peoria and Joliet. These labora- 
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tories on the I)linois river were maintained 
because of the better results obtainable 
on the ground rather than at some remote 
point after the water samples have been 
shipped. 

The microscopic work was all done by 
Dr. Whipple, who is the author of “The 
Miscroscopy of Water,” a standard work. 

In Dr. Teichmann’s office there were re- 
quired 12 chemists for the analyses. It 
was difficult to secure so many men in St. 
Louis, and, after exhausting the available 
competent material at Washington Uni- 
versity and other local institutions, Dr. 
Teichmann filled his list from Harvard 
University and the Boston School of Tech- 
nology. 


Experts in 
the Work. 


Some of the men employed were trained 
under such experts as Allen Hazen, at pres- 
ent a member of the St. Louls water com- 
mission of ¢xperts; George W. Fuller and 
Prof. Woodman. The analytical survey 
was divided in the following manner: 

Dr. Henry Dettmer and Dr. Octo Daudt 
took the exacting work of estimating the 
residue on evaporation and weighing the 
residue on the fine analytical balances sen- 
sitive to one-tenth of a milligramme. Dr. 
Jay C. Beucker occasionally assisted them 
in this work, but was principally engaged in 
determining the carbonic acid found in the 
water and the alkalinity of the same. 

Dr. W. S. Maberg and Gordon Thatcher 
attended to the important estimates on the 
organic matter. 

Mr. James Driscoll performed the intri- 
cate analysis for the determination of dis- 
solved oxygen in the water, the amount of 
this gas in the water indicating certain im- 
portant facts. Mr. Driscoll made many of 
these tests with a newly-devised portable 
apparatus which he took Whe him on 6 tome 
of the various ges eee. 


commission of hydraulic engineers now 
wrestling with rhe problem of a pure water 
supply for St. Louls. 

Fred Duenckel, one of the assistants in 
the analysis, worked with the largest wa- 
ter-testing apparatus of its kind ever con- 
structed. The great range and extreme 
thoroughness of the St. Louls water survey 
necessitated many new things, because no 
such comprehensive investigation into the 
quality of water had ever been made. 

One of the important works of Dr. 
Teichmann was making determinations of 
the impurities in the water by volumetic 
methods called titrations. Much of Dr. 
Teichmann’s time was absorbed in the su- 
pervision of the laboratory work and also 
the financial management of the investi- 
gation. 

Thomas A. Buckland, the assistant city 
chemist, had charge of the important ni- 
trite test for impurities. He is shown in 
one of the pictures with Dr. Telchmann 
holding a platinum dish for determination 
of residue on evaporation. 

William H. Getz gave special attention 
to the estimation of the nitrates, the last 
stage in the cycle of nitrification of sew- 
age-laden water. 

The determination of the ammonias, one 
of the important phases of decomposition 
of organic matter, was placed in the hands 
of Alexander N. Miller. The distillation 
apparatus distills the ammonia from the 
samples, which are contained in the round 
fiasks. The non-luminous flame from the 
Bunsen burner directly heats the flask, 
which fs made for such purposes at Jena, 
Germany, and ts of the finest glass. The 
heat drives off the steam, 


indistinct brown with tubes containing es- 
timated quantities of ammonia likewise 
nesslerized. 

A second condensing apparatus also for 
ammoria distillation was alternately in 
charge of Dr. Gustav Fuchs and Thomas 
Carroll, who, with Messrs. Geisendorfer, 
Muenster, Lovey, Roko and Bass, attended 
t othe detafl work at the two condensers. 

In the bactertological laboratory Dr. Ra- 
vold was assisted by George A. Johnson 
in the first examination conducted last 
year, and by Dr. E. C. Walden in the seec- 
ond one recently concluded. Dr. W. H. 
Rush had charge of the branch laboratory 
at Peoria, Dr. W. C. G. Kirchner that at 
Joliet and Leon 8. Tedesche that at Graf- 
ton. Drs. Rush and Kirchner and ©. A. 
Snodgrass also assisted with the work at 
the St. Louis laboratory.
